(UPID—A $5,000,000 American 
Airlines Boeing 707 jetliner car- 
rying five crewmen on a train- 
ing flight crashed in a Long 
Island potato field today. All 
aboard were killed. 

The huge swept-wing airliner 
was coming in for a practice 
landing at the Peconic Airport, 
70 miles east of New York City, 
when it crashed. 

The dead were Capts. Harry 
Job of Ridgewood, N.J.; W. sT. 
Swain of San Francisco, and 
Fred Jeberjohn of Los Angeles, 
all pilots, and flight engineers 


.E. A, Freeman of San Francisco, 


and Andy Anderson of Jericho, 
N.Y. 

Two potato farmers said two 
of the plane’s four engines began 
smoking when the plane was only 
100 feet in the air and then one 
of them caught fire. The plane 
dipped first to the left and then 
to the right and fell, they said. 

The plane’s wheels and flaps 
were down as it prepared to land 
at the Grumman Aircraft Corp’s. 
airfield two to three miles away. 
The airline has been using the 
airfield as a training base for 
its jet crews. 

The first crash of the nation’s 
“most-tested” commercial air- 
liner since it went into passenger 
service last fall occurred at 
4:41 p.m. 

Eight earlier Boeing 707 mis- 
haps have created emergencies 
this year. The first occurred 
Feb. 3, when a Pan American 
World Airways 707 dived over 
the Atlantic but landed safely in 
Gander. This mishap was blamed 
on a faulty automatic pilot mech- 
anism. 

This was followed by four 
landing gear breakdowns on jets 
operated by Pan American and 
American Airlines. The two most 
spectacular occurred July 11 and 
July 18. In the first, a Pan Amer- 
ican 707 lost two wheels on tak- 
ing off from New York but land- 
ed safely several hours later. In 
the second, an American Airlines 
707 developed hydraulic difficulty 
and came in for an emergency

While in- 
sisting thatthe Western position 
is for an overall bar on tests, 
Britain and the United States 
have urged as a beginning that 
atmospheric tests be prohibited. 
Moscow has several times said 
no to this proposal. 

Upper Atmospheric Tests. 

At the same time that prepara- 
tions are being made to resume 
underground tests, plans are go- 
ing forward to carry out further 
tests in the upper atmosphere. 
The upper atmospheric tests add 
little or no radioactive material 
to the atmosphere around the 
planet. 

Here is the argument of re- 
spons?ble officials, such as Chair- 
man John McCone of the Atomic 
Energy Commission, who make 
the case for more tests: 

While it is true that the United 
States has fully developed nu- 
clear weapons for battlefield use, 
they can be greatly improved by 
testing. Military men argue for 
testing under battlefield condi- 
tions which would pollute the 
atmosphere. But virtually the 
same results can be achieved by 
underground tests. 

The upper atmospheric tests 
are necessary to perfect weapons 
systems. This is particularly true

Police reports said 16 persons 
were killed, 43 seriously injured, 
37 slightly in‘ured and 6021 left 
homeless.

The three main sources of.ra- 
dioactivity in water are naturally 
radioactive materials picked up 
in the soil by water washing 
across the land, fallout from 
‘nuclear weapons tests and waste 
deposits from a nuclear reactor 
or similar installation. 


In addition to testing drinking 
Water, the Health Division also 
analyzes raw or untreated water 
_taken from the Missouri river

| Radioactivity in these samples 
_has exceeded 100 micromicro- 
| Curies a liter in every case, Gra- 
ham said. However, there is no 
“safe”? standard set for raw 
water, since it is not consumed 
by humans on a continuous 
basis. 

Tests are made to determine 
how much of the radioactive ma- 
terial in raw water is removed 
before it is passed on for public 
consumption. Graham said the 
average removal among the five 
localities is 89 per cent. 

The St. Louis County Water 
|Co., which supplies samples 
\from this area, has averaged 
|95 per cent removal, the best 
record of the five. 

Elsewhere, Kansas City has 
averaged 90 per cent removal, 
| St. Joseph and Lexington, 87 per 
| cent, and Boonville 84 per cent. 

“All water plants on the Mis- 
souri that serve major cities use 
essentially the same process to 
treat water,’ Happy said. He 
added that the removal results 
at the five cities are regarded as 
“very close.” 

The water-testing program is 
aimed at finding facts rather 
than means of prevention, Hap- 
py explained.

And Labor Legislation Stirs 


Mr. Eisenhower Ap- 
pears to Take New Ap- 


proach—A ‘New Ike’ or 
a Resurgent ‘Old Ike’?

WASHINGTON, Aug. 15. 


THE SPECULATION over the 
new course President Eisenhower is 
pursuing and whether this signifies 
a “new Ike’’ or the resurgence of 
the “‘old Ike” has stirred this capi- 
tal as has nothing in a very long 
time. 


That it is a new approach by Mr. Eisen- 
hower to the presidency there can be no 
doubt. The President is moving into situa- 
tions in a way that he had previously ruled 
out as contrary to his concept of the office. 

Again and again in the past six and a 
half years, he declined to comment on 
measures pending before Congress, insist- 
ing that it was improper for him to pass 
judgment until the legislation was on his 
desk. Yet in the dispute over labor reform, 
he went to the country with a vigorous 
appeal for the tough Landrum-Griffin bill, 
the product of a coalition of Republicans 
and Southern Democrats which was bit- 
terly opposed by the unions. 

The President can take no little credit 
for the stunning victory, when the House, 
by a vote of 229 to 201, passed the Land- 
rum-Griffin bill. Only two days before, the 
Senate had failed to override his veto of 
a housing bill that he considered infla- 
tionary in its effect. With successes like 
this, the President will be encouraged to 
move even faster down the new road. 


LAST WEEK, for the first time, he held 
a press conference outside Washington, 
talking to reporters at Gettysburg where 
he had set up temporary offices during a 
brief vacation at his Pennsylvania estate. 
The President has held a series of un- 
precedented background dinners with Wash- 
ington reporters, expressing his views on 
a wide range of subjects with rather more 
frankness than in his regular press con- 
ferences. 


As late as June 17 the President said at 
a press conference that it was false to 
believe “diplomatic procedures’”’ could be 
revamped by personal meetings at the 
summit. To “‘. ... make every single head 


. of government or head of state to spend 


his time in work that has been the func- 
tion of specialists in this line, I think is a 
step backward in diplomacy.” 

Yet this in effect is just what he is now 
doing. Why has it happened? What set him 
on the new course? 

The favorite thesis is that he suddenly 
realized that time was running out with 
only 17 months left to him in the White 
House. His dream has always been to bring 
peace to a world torn by hate and fear 
and if he was to make a start, he could 
not wait on conventional diplomacy. 

Speculation also suggests, however, that 
he was prodded into this realization by 
frank talk by someone very close to him, 
probably his brother Milton. ‘““You must 
act and quickly or you will go down in 
history as a weak President, a President 
who did not try to solve the problems of 
his day.” This, so the speculation goes, 
was the nature of the prod. 

What is far more interesting than the 
“why” of the change is the consequence 
that it may have not for the President 
alone but for history and all mankind.

The opposite—and unpopular—view is 
held by such stern critics of the Adminis-

Mr. Eisenhower had made himself a man 
of peace. Then in September came his 
heart attack. Aided by skillful direction 
from his press secretary, James C. 
Hagerty, the public attention was fastened 
on the drama of the President's recovery. 
As the foreign ministers met in Geneva, in 
accord with the agreement reached at the 
summit, their vain efforts to come together 
on Germany and other problems passed 
on by the heads of government, got little 
attention. From that time forward, with 
the President in more or less enforced 
retirement, the late John Foster Dulles 
played the dominant role in foreign policy. 


What with two other illnesses, his 
ileitis operation and the mild stroke of 
November, 1957, the President has until 
recently seemed to live by the regimen 
of a semi-invalid. Part of the “new Ike” 
is the aspect of health and vigor which 
he seems to have assumed in taking a 
more direct part in government. 


He will need all his faculties for the new 
adventure in personal diplomacy. It in- 
volves far more than just one four- or five- 
day summit meeting. On his forthcoming 
trip to Western Europe, he will visit three 
capitals, Bonn, London and Paris, in that 
order. He will not only participate in for- 
mal and ceremonial meetings with the 
heads of government in each capital, but 
he will be in for some difficult negotiation. 
This is true in particular with General 
Charles de Gaulle in Paris who is making 
demands that the United States cannot 
conceivably meet. 


Likewise, the Khrushchev exchange of 
visits cannot be dismissed as an essay 
in good will. The President must be pre-

Hopes to Avoid a 
‘Peace of Tilsit’ 


SEVERAL TIMES in the past year, 
once as recently as June 17, Presi- 
dent Eisenhower has referred to a piece 
of history which seems to have made a 
deep impression on him. This was the 
meeting in 1807 of Czar Alexander I of 
Russia and Napoleon on a raft in the 
River Memel at Tilsit to sign a treaty 
of friendship. 

Each time, the President has said that 
he would never meet with the Russians 
on any raft to divide up the world. Yet 
now in his extraordinary venture in per- 
sonal diplomacy with Premier Khrush- 
chev, the suspicion persists in Europe 
that he will be tempted to strike some 
kind of bargain. 

Alexander I was a cloudy idealist, be- 
lieving that if only peoples could get to- 
gether peace would follow. Napoleon 
was a ruthless conqueror, determined 
that nothing should stand in the way of 
his domination of Europe and the world. 

The peace of Tilsit, which had parti- 
tioned Europe, lasted until] 1812 when 
Napoleon assembled the greatest army 
that had been put together up to that 
time; an army of ‘20 nations’’ dedicated 
to conquering the ‘‘Asiatic hordes.”" Na- 
poleon’s reverses after the capture of 
Moscow spelled his ultimate downfall.

pared to talk about extremely compli- 
cated subjects such as the proposed 
agreement to stop nuclear testing. And 
both in Washington and Moscow he must 
go through a round of tiring and fre- 
quently boring ceremonial lunches and 
dinners with the handicap of language 
and the necessity for interpreters as an 
added impediment. 


Furthermore, he has let it be known 
that he intends in his last months in the 
White House to do more traveling out of 
the country. He has said that he believes 
the Eisenhower name still means some- 
thing in the effort to make peace and he 
means to put it to use. While at one of 
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the White House background dinners he 
declined to say where he was thinking of 
going, India is reported high on the list. 


FOLLOWING the summit conference in 
1955 Prime Minister Nehru urged the 
President to come to India, saying he 
would be received with a warm welcome 
as a man of peace. That invitation still 
stands and the President would be return- 
ing the state visit of Nehru of two years 
ago. 

He may also visit Latin America as his 
brother, Milton, has wanted him to do. 
The President has said that he had to 
refuse invitations in the past because he 
could not respond to one request and turn 
others down without offending the countries 
he failed to visit. But he feels that in his 
last year this inhibition will not apply. 

Here again there is a divergence of 
views on what all this activity means. 
Dean Acheson says with his sardonic 
humor that the Eisenhower Administration 
has substituted motion for thought and 
policy. Whenever you don’t know what to 
do, get into a plane and go some place; 
that, says Acheson, is the Administration's 
prescription. 


But regardless of his critics—and they 
surely are in the minority—the President 
is determined to go places. With Dulles 
and Sherman Adams gone, he seems to 
have a new lease on his office. 


It is still another chapter in a fabulous 
personal drama—the kind of drama the 
President knows how to exploit to the full- 
est. One can hear him in India speaking 
words of good will to the vast Indian mass, 
see him photographed in close rapport with 
Nehru against the extraordinary Indian 
scene. Eisenhower at the Kremlin, Ejisen- 
hower in Kiev, these are the scenes from 
a reel still to be played by the central 
actor who means to go out not as a 
tired, lame duck President but in a blaze 
of world attention—the man of peace on 
a search for peace. 


He has had amazing good fortune ever 
since he was raised from the obscurtiy of 
an unknown Army officer to become com- 
mander of the Allied Forces in Europe. 
He gives every sign of believing that his 
luck will hold. 


European Trade Groups 


Seek to Reduce Tariff 
ee, Walls for Mutual Help 


Free Trade Association, Including Britain, Is 
Latest Organization to Be Formed—Object Is to 
Protect Members From Discrimination by the 
Common Market—Wider Groupings Possible.

TO THE SMALL FOUNDATION of a customs union agreed to in 1948 
by Belgium, The Netherlands and Luxembourg, there was added in 1952 


the six-nation ‘Little Europe’’ Coal 
the Common Market. 

By joining the Benelux nations, West Ger- 
many, France and Italy created the post- 
war European Economic Community, de- 
scribed by the American Committee for 
Economic Development, as ‘‘one of the 
most important undertakings of the twen- 
tieth century.” The members are bound 
in a compact trading area by suprana- 
tional executive, legislative and judicial 
agencies to which the participants have 
surrendered parts of their sovereignty. Sev- 
eral far-sighted economists and historians 
have predicted it could be the nucleus of 
the United States of Europe. 


To compete with these “inner six,”’ in 
the immediate future a rival trading 
group, already known as the “outer 
seven,” is about to go into business to 
protect its members from preferential 
tariffs and special bargaining advantages 
already enjoyed by the older firm. 


The new establishment, officially named 
the European Free Trade Association, was 
publicly sponsored by Sweden, with the 
United Kingdom doing much of the private 
negotiating. The other members will be 
Norway, Denmark, Portugal, Switzerland 
and Austria. They will be formally joined 
by Finland if the Soviet Union does not put 
too much economic and political pressure 
on that unfortunately situated country. With 
Finland formally in, there would be eight 
members. 

A draft plan, or articles of incorporation, 
was initialed by the cabinet ministers of the 
seven governments at Saltsjobaden, Swe- 
den, July 20-21. Final approval of a re- 
vised agreement is expected at a minis- 
terial meeting in Stockholm by Oct. 31. 


THE SIGNIFICANT difference between 
the two organizations is that the Common 
Market nations will eventually integrate 
into a cohesive union with strong central 
controls over internal and external tariffs, 
monetary measures, some social conditions 
and colonial developments while the Free 
Trade Association will be a loose confedera- 
tion limited to reduction of internal trade 
barriers. It will permit each member to 
continue to negotiate singly with outside 
nations on tariffs and related problems. 

The great similarity is that each group 
will seek to reduce gradually the trade bar- 
riers within its area virtually to zero on 
most important items within the next 10 
to 13 years. 

It is interesting to note that the draft 
plan of the outer seven provides for tariff 
reductions within the same interval and 
with the same rates as scheduled for the 
Common Market. In words of the Swedish 
spokesmen for the outer group, “‘This should 
obviously facilitate a future all-West Euro- 
pean free trade agreement.” 


Free trade for all Western Europe is 
the ultimate goal of the outer seven 
countries, but before that can be 
achieved, there will have to be important 
compromises by both groups before they 
can merge and form an even larger or- 
ganization by taking in Greece, Turkey, 
Spain, Ireland and Iceland. 


g American Exhibition in Moscow as Seen by a British Reporter

“THESE RUSSIANS are really murder. 
They take two of everything and come 
back for more. And to think we thought 
this exhibition might be a leisurely family 
affair!”’ 

We were standing at the entrance to the 
American National Exhibition. The young 
official dressed in a lightweight ‘cord’ 
suit—the accepted American costume in 
Moscow this summer—droned on about 
“crowd control.” 


right before our eyes. The other day the 
Russians discovered a cache of automobile 


esplanade leading up to the entrance. 
Three months ago the park was an 
ordinary, straggling ‘‘park of culture and 
rest.” Today neat flower-beds and newly 
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complete control over distribution. What 
happened after that is anybody’s guess. 


The plump girl in a faded dress who 
pleaded with me from behind her book- 
stall had one answer: “Tickets cost only 
one ruble, but our trade union received 
tickets for 500 people. Of course, the 
officials got them.” 


No one knows how many Russians will 
attend. The highest estimate is 3,500,000 or 
75,000 a day for the six weeks; a more 
plausible figure bandied about is 1,500,000. 
“Class privilege,” scoff ordinary Russians 
who must buy tickets on the black market 
for 100 times their price.

Back on the céntral asphalt pavement 
Russians fiddled with the latest power 
lawn mowers and speed boats.

up and down in a tiny crazy-shaped lagoon. 
The latest finned creations of the automo- 
bile industry loomed out of crowds through- 
out the dusty ground. 

“Those cars are wide enough for four 
people in front and back. But why are 
they so long?” inquired one wide-eyed 
Armenian. “‘Do the Americans carry 80 
much luggage?”’ 


A squat golden dome shining to the 
sun dominates the exhibition. A marvel 
of modern engineering, say the American 
architects. Half an enormous orange 
showing only the sweet side of American 
life, says Pravda. 


But the impact of what they see inside 
is devastating. Seven huge screens in two 
rows tilt down towards the standing audi- 
ence. Breathtaking colored slides and film. 
shots from seven synchronized cameras 
flash across them in rapid-fire order. For 
20 minutes they reproduce a picture of 
wealth and beauty no written word can 
describe or erase. The Russian cranes his 
neck in astonishment: the American alter- 
nates between bursting pride and the knot 
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of homesickness in his belly. 

Soviet officialdom has not reacted kindly. 
On top of the vicious press campaign, it 
has set strict limits to the amount of ‘‘cul- 
ture Americana’ the Russians can take. 
Textbooks on political science and Russia 
sit unused in the American warehouse. No 
jazz in allowed. A leading cosmetics manv- 
facturer has had $150,000 worth of handouts 
impounded. 


The beauty salon with its sofa-cushioned 
chairs and latest styles has been threat- 
ened with eviction if it touches the hair 
of one more Russian woman. 


Groups of well-briefed Russians throw 
the same time and again at 
the 70 unflinching guides distributed 
throughout the pavilions. ‘‘What about un- 
oyment?” “About racial discrimina- 
tion?” So they go on—right through the list 
of stock Communist accusations. 


The real controversy surrounds the art 
exhibits. The Russians tend to agree with 
President Eisenhower; they do not like 
them.

The accommodations between the two 
groups would include the loosening of the 
supranational controls of the Common Mar- 
ket and the tightening of the controls pro- 
posed for the Free Trade Association. It 
was partly on the question of relinquishing 
parts of national sovereignty that the Com- 
mon Market was limited to six nations. 
The United Kingdom, with its ties to the 
British Commonwealth and the United 
States, refused to accept the conditions for 
joining the Common Market. The Swedes 
and the Swiss have traditions of neutrality 
which might have been involved in the inner 
six organization. The Austrians have a 
peace treaty of neutrality which the Rus- 
sians might claim was violated if Austria 
became a member of a group that could 
evolve into a political union. 

Before the establishment of the Common 
Market by the Treaty of Rome in 1957, 
Great Britain originally sponsored an all- 
Western European trade community, This 
was one of the aims of the Marshall Plan 
which, in addition to the rehabilitation of 
war-wrecked industry and agriculture, en- 
visioned the economic and political integra- 
tion of Europe. An important agency of the 
Marshall Plan was the 17-nation Organiza- 
tion for European Economic Co-operation; 
composed of skilled economists, business 
men and statesmen who drew up the plans 
for determining where American aid could 
be most wisely applied. Since then, Spain 
has been added. This was a ready-made 


framework for inclusive Western European 


co-operation. 


FOR POLITICAL as well as economic rea- 


sons, the British plan was not accepted. 
Instead, France, Germany and Italy 
joined with the Benelux countries to form 
the steel and coal combination, the Common 
Market and the European Atomic Energy 
Community. Also planned but defeated by 
the Mendes France Government in Paris 
was the European Defense Community. For 
the indefinite future, a European political 
community was discussed. 


Strong forces in London wanted the 
United Kingdom to join the Common Mar- 
ket and strong forces in West Germany, 
notably Economic Minister Ludwig Er- 
hard, advocated wider European co-oper- 
ation, including: closer ties with Great 
Britain and the Scandinavian countries. 


Trade statistics supported these positions. 
In 1958, the United Kingdom’s shipments 
to the other outer seven amounted to only 
9.9 per cent of its export trade and to the 
Common Market, 13.8 per cent. Western 
Germany's exports were 27.4 per cent 
with the outer seven and 27.3 within the 
Common Market. 

These export figuers were more important 
than those for imports, which were that 
9.7 per cent of British imports came from 
the outer seven and 14.1 per cent from the 
inner six. West Germany's imports were 
20.8 per cent from the free trade countries 
and 25.6 from the Common Market coun- 
tries, 

The Treaty of Rome became effective 
within the Common Market on Jan. 1 this 
year, with 10 per cent reductions in tariff 
rates. The British, foreseeing discrimina- 
tions against their exports, began counter- 
measures. At the same time, American 
business men stepped up their investments 
in foreign plants in the Common Market 
countries to take advantage of further re- 
ductions. 

The Macmillan Government early this 
year selected one of its most experienced 
negotiators to revitalize the all-Western 
European plan, Reginald Maulding, who 
was detached from his ceremonial office 
of Paymaster General for the task. The 
result, after meetings in Geneva, Oslo and 
Stockholm, was the draft plan for the 
seven outer nations, with the ultimate ob- 
jective of an all-Western European Free 
Trade Association together with the lower- 
ing of trade barriers throughout the world, 


The Eisenhower Administration has 
taken no position on the Free Trade As- 
sociation. It has approved the Common 
Market, although this will require new 


reciprocal trade agreements. No suc 
difficulties will arise with the outer seven 


multi-nation procedures in nos 4 


because each can continue to bargain in- 
dividually with the United States. 


The influential Committee for Economic 
Development appears to favor the Free 
Trade Association idea over the Common 
Market program. In a comprehensive re- 
port by its research and policy committee, 
issued in July, before the association’s 
draft was available, the CED said: 

“We hope that any future arrangement 
between the six and the rest of Europe will 
retain many of the key trade-liberalizing 
features of the free trade idea. It seems 
practical for the Western European coun- 
tries to enter negotiation for substantial re- 
ductions in trade barriers on goods that are 
important in intra-European trade. 

“Whatever evolves, the United States 
should indicate its receptiveness to a Euro- 
pean arrangement drawing the nations to- 
gether more closely as long as the arrange- 
ments conform to the GATT.” 

“GATTI” is the abbreviation for the Gen- 
eral Agreement on Tariffs and Trade, a 
document which supplies the mechanism 
and, in effect, the rules and regulations for

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The Senate’s Responsibility 
Enactment of strong labor reform legisla- 
tion at this session of Congress now is up to 
the Senate. The House of Representatives 
acted Thursday with commendable speed and 
statesmanship in voting 229-201 to approve 
the Landrum-Griffin bill, which carried Ad- 
ministration indorsement. There is no ques- 
tion of a veto if the Senate goes along with 
the House, and Senators should examine care- 
fully the meaning of Thursday’s roll-call and 
insist that their conferees conform to it. 


It is fair to say that in this crucial vote the 
House succumbed to pressure, but it was the 
pressure of public opinion and not of a special 
interest. In following the wishes of the peo- 
ple the House repudiated the most severe and 
potentially the most politically damaging 
pressure from organized labor that has been 
brought to bear in the present Congress. 
Those members who stood against it are en- 
titled to a vote of thanks. 


The House opened debate with three bills 
before it. One was the Landrum-Griffin bill, 
given final approval Friday 303-125 after 
passage was assured in the key vote the day 
before. At the opposite extreme was the 
measure backed by organized labor. In the 
middle was a version of the Senate-approved 
Kennedy-Ervin bill, which emerged from a 
House committee and which had the support 
of the Democratic leadership. Thus the House 
rejected the alternatives and chose the 
toughest of the lot, and did so by a comforta- 
ble margin despite the last-minute efforts of 
AFL-CIO lobbyists to hold down the winning 
vote as a lever for use in the expected 
Senate-House conference. A close tally would 
have provided argument for a weakened 
compromise. 


Each of the three measures before the 
House had its top-flight supporter; each ad- 
vocate took his case to the country by radio. 
President Eisenhower put his prestige behind 
the Landrum-Griffin bill; AFL-CIO President 
George Meany appealed for the labor bill; 
House Speaker Sam Rayburn asked support 
for the committee bill. What happened to 
Rayburn was surprising and_ significant. 
When the venerable Mister Sam resorts to 
the unusual step of arguing publicly for a 
piece of legislation, his colleagues in the 
House pay careful attention. But in this case 
he lost control even of his own Texas delega- 
tion; of 21 Democrats 16 voted for the Lan- 
drum-Griffin bill. 


It was to be expected that Mr. Meany would 
denounce the House action. “A victory for 
anti-labor forces,” he called it. The same 
comment was made by labor leaders at the 
time of the Taft-Hartley battles in the °40s. 
John L. Lewis termed Taft-Hartley a “slave 
labor act.” Yet anyone who thinks Taft- 
Hartley damaged the labor movement is sadly 
out of touch with the times. The Landrum- 
Griffin bill, which in many ways merely tries 
to end the abuses of Taft-Hartley, would not 
hurt honest unions or legitimate organizing 
practices. 

There is one aspect of the House vote that 
Senator Kennedy, the presidential aspirant, 
and other influential Senators would do well 
to ponder. It is this. Something has hap- 
pened since last April when the Senate passed 
the mild Kennedy-Ervin bill 88-1. Certainly 
organized labor went all-out in its effort to 
defeat the Landrum-Griffin bill. It failed. 
Does that mean that labor’s actual political 
power is a great deal less than it appeared 
only a week ago? Or does it mean the public 
is insistent on a good reform measure? Both 
elements figured in the House vote, and 
should make it easier for the Senate to concur. 


There is little room for “compromise” be- 
tween the Senate and the House bills. The 
compromises have already been made. The 
only course for the Senate to follow is to 
accept the Landrum-Griffin bill. 


Cleaning Up the Missouri 


River communities generally contribute so 
much to stream pollution that it is not the 
place of one river city to point its finger 
at the offenses of another. St. Louisans can, 
however, welcome the fact that the Federal 
Department of Health, Education and Wel- 
fare is moving ahead with its campaign to rid 
the Missouri River, along with other river and 
lake waters, of unhealthful sewage and in- 
dustrial wastes. 


Altogether properly the campaign of Secre- 
tary Flemming on the Missouri has started 
well upstream. Last spring the Cabinet offi- 
cer, acting on a unanimous recommendation 
of the hearing board, served first notice on 
Sioux City, Ia., and 10 of its meat processing 
plants. Now the Secretary has moved down- 
stream to St. Joseph, Mo., where some 18 
meat packing and other industrial firms are 
charged with dumping untreated wastes into 
the Missouri. 


The hearing board found that the pollution 
of the Missouri at St. Joseph constitutes “a 
health hazard,” not only to Missourians but 
also to Kansans. For many Kansans rely 
on the Missouri River as a source of drinking 
and cooking water. They use it, too, for navi- 
gation, fishing, boating and recreation. Neith- 
er Secretary Flemming nor the hearing board 
is unreasonable in the time schedule for cor- 
rection. They generously give both St. Joseph 
and the cited industries until June 1, 1963 to 
place in operation “proper waste collection, 
treatment and disposal facilities.” 

Here is in effect a warning notice to St. 
Louis and the industries in the St. Louis area 
which use the Mississippi as an open sewer. 
For we are downstream from St. Joseph and 
Secretary Flemming is on his way. 


Large Hole on the Hill

No Double Standard 


The fundamental proposition which Secre- 
tary of State Herter has put to the 0.A.S. 
conference in Santiago, Chile, is that the 
principle of nonintervention must be applied 
equally to all American republics or it cannot 
effectively be applied. 


It may strike Latin America as ironical that 
the United States is pushing the noninterven- 
tion principle, and is pushing it primarily as 
it affects Cuba. Cuba is one nation which has 
seen more North American intervention than 
any other. From 1901 until 1934 the Cuban 
Constitution contained the Platt Amendment, 
which gave the United States the direct right 
of intervention to protect life and property 
and stable government in Cuba. 


Franklin D. Roosevelt’s Good Neighbor 
policy abrogated the Platt Amendment and 
ended an era which had seen United States 
troops land in Cuba, Haiti, Nicaragua and 
Mexico. “The people of the United States 
have come to understand,”’said the New Deal 
President, “that as long as the nations of the 
Western Hemisphere continue professing mu- 
tual respect, each and every one of them, 
without exception, has the right and the ca- 
pacity to live freely and independently, with- 
out intervention.” 


Fidel Castro is as sensitive to Northern 
intervention as any Latin American. Even 
United States Senate hearings on Cuba, harm- 
less to the latter though ill-advised, brought 
charges of “interference” from the Cuban 
revolutionary government. Yet this extreme 
sensitivity to officiousness in the United 
States apparently does not apply to outright 
meddling by Cuban revolutionaries in other 
countries. 

The Santiago conference was called pri- 
marily because rebels and exiles from Cuba 
invaded Panama, Nicaragua and the Domini- 
can Republic. Seven governments at the 
conference have declared their opposition to 
such moves, and Mexico’s Manuel Tello has 
warned the ministers to be “extraordinarily 
cautious” about changing the nonintervention 
principle. 

Most of the sister republics have jealously 
guarded this principle. They know that they 
cannot permit intervention by a small nation 
and prohibit intervention by a large one, or 
sanction intervention against the few remain- 
ing dictatorships without establishing a 
precedent for intervention in the future 
against democracies. 


There can be no double standard on non- 
intervention. That is the United States’s 
strong point at Santiago. 


The Veto Sustained 


For lack of nine votes, the Senate failed to 
override President Eisenhower’s veto of the 
housing bill and continued the President’s 
record of not having had a veto overturned in 
nearly seven years. Now, where does Con- 
gress go from here? 

The nation still needs a housing bill. The 
best possibility lies in a substitute measure 
approved by the Senate Banking Committee. 
This billion-dollar measure is smaller by 325 
millions than the one which the President 
vetoed, though still 240 millions more than 
he had sought. And the President maintains 
his opposition to several provisions—a re- 
duced loan provision for college classrooms 
and laboratories, for example—on the ground 
that they are unnecessary and inflationary. 

Despite the President’s position, the senior 
Republican on the Banking Committee, Sena- 
tor Capehart of Indiana, says the Senate and 
House will approve the substitute measure. 
Thus there is a question whether Republicans 
who voted to sustain the veto of the first 
bill will support a last-ditch Administration 
fight against the substitute. 

President Eisenhower has won his main 
point. He could assist progress on a housing 
program by demanding something less than 
total victory, which he may not be able to win 
in any case.

Everyone who sees it must be aware 
of a certain tired, meager, rundown 
impression that the building gives 
compared to its predecessor. The new 
one is vaguely a classical building and 
vaguely a modern one, but really nei- 
ther; whether it was built primarily 
for functional purposes or for monu- 
mental ones is left amiably uncertain. 
The rich appearance of the older 
Senate Office Building across the 
street is missing, and the rather joy- 
ful variety of forms over there has 
yielded to monotonous repetition of a 
vertical ribbon window treatment — 
much like any modern jail—with here 
and there a classical feature tacked on. 


The most thunderous architectural 
miscue relates to the building’s one 
outstanding feature and ample archi- 
tectural gesture: that special ‘“‘por- 
tico” at the middle of the bl on 
First street which by all the rules, 
customs and reasoning of classical 
architecture ought to be the main en- 
trance to the building. It is not. 


instance, having spotted that one big 
a oy “portico,” central to the 

ain facade, capped with a pediment, 
supported on great box piers, and fac- 
ing on a ceremonial terrace, the visi- 
tor heads straight over there — and 
finds himself shunted away by a blank 
marble panel. 

There is neither a stair from the 
sidewalk to the terrace nor a door 
into the building, and apparently the 
whole costly business has been erected 
for the sole joy of the bird-watchers 
and window-washers. The real en- 
trance is found around the corner, 
barely marked at all. 

What difference does it make wheth- 
er an architecture calls its signals 
straight or not? . Simply this: that 
when stones are eloquent they pro- 
claim the glory of a government for- 
ever. But before eloquence can at- 
tend either a work of architecture or 


a speech, the ideas within must be 
first coherent and then imaginative. 

To begin with, there is here no 
imaginative realization, inside or out, 
of what kind of a building, and how 
very important a building, the archi- 
tects were dealing with. All but one 
of the 15 hearing rooms for the Sen- 
ate’s committees are two stories high 
and are flanked on either side by a 
Senator’s suite and by a staff suite, 
and these have a height of only a 
single story. 

Such a plan was an opportunity vir- 
tually handmade for the devices of a 
dramatic contemporary architecture. 
There is an alternation of rooms large 
and small, rooms extending upward 
or downward in relation to any par- 
ticular corridor, rows of smaller 
workrooms flanking the larger, more 
elaborate hearing rooms. All this ap- 
paratus of a mighty Senate at work 
had in it potentially a visual drama 
more exciting than any scientific lab- 
oratory or industrial plant. Even tra- 
ditional architecture in its lustier days 
found excitement in such dramas of 
space interplay, for example in 
churches. 

This technical opportunity to give 


Washington a fascinating building of 
interpenetrating shapes and spaces 
was only the beginning of what was 
missed. With it was also missed @ 
symbolizing opportunity. 

As students of government know. 
the very heart of the American legis 
lative process lies in the committe. 
system. If the throngs of Americans 
visiting the Capitol find the House 
and Senate chambers often virtually 
empty, that is because the real work 
is being done elsewhere in committee 
rooms. Yet the building where these 
arenas are concentrated was treated 
as a mere “office building” in an 
illiterate classical shell! 


The chance is gone now. But what 
of the future? The reason why gov- 
ernment architecture is going to pieces 
faster, the closer it lies to the Hill, is 
that the buildings there are in the 
hands of a tight little club of archi- 
tects who all wear the old classical 
sc tie. They operate under an 
Architect of the Capitol who knows 
how to pack expensive things into 
buildings, but is not a registered archi- 
tect at all. 

As long as architecture on the Hill 
continues to be handled without the 
competition of new men and ideas it 
will continue to deteriorate, saying 
nothing, going nowhere.

Capitol Hill Residents Discover Style in Washington Slums

KEEPING OLD DWELLINGS 
in use as city instead of bull- 
dozing them into oblivion and replacing 
them with multi-story apartments, is an 
idea that seems to be taking hold here 
and there. 

Old houses have lots of advantages. 
They have solidity, and space, and char- 
acter. And they are already there. The 
promise that they hold for the back-to- 
town movement is stronger than may be 
generally realized. 

The quality that makes many old houses 
in town worth saving and living in is not 
their picturesqueness, but their actual, 
practical advantages as human habita- 
tions. What makes them worth special con- 
sideration to city planners is that vener- 
able neighborhoods give a city a sense of 
contact with its past, and an individuality. 


If I may make one more reference to 
Washington, D.C., I'd like to help com- 
memorate the capital’s success in pre- 
serving so much of its neighborhood 
character, in the face of so much big con- 
struction. 


In downtown Washington, the need for 
new Office buildings is crowding out quite 
a number of fine old structures, five or 
six stories high with mansard roofs. A 
good many of these exist on borrowed 
time in “taking” areas, staked out by 
Government agencies for future construc- 
tion. But elsewhere downtown buildings 
that date back to the early periods of the 
District of Columbia, of Federal and Vic- 
torian styles, are holding their own. They 
are well maintained, and they contribute 
an intimate and personal character that 
provides an agreeable foil to the monu- 
mental architecture and to the magnifi- 
cent distances of the Mall. 


IN TWO LARGE residential sec- 
tions, the capital has demonstrated how 
the charm of old housing can be ex- 
ploited, and the need for city dwellings 
met without wholesale destruction of com- 
munity assets. Both are comparable in 
many respects with sections of St. Louis, 
and the means of restoration are equally 
available here. 

The more familiar one is Georgetown, 
which was 150 years old when the District 
of Columbia was founded. The other is 
Capitol Hill, which for years existed as a 
cancerous slum in view of the Capitol

itself, and is now making a spectacular 
comeback in the spirit of its original style. 
Like St. Louis, Washington abounds in 
clay deposits, and these determined the 
brick construction of early buildings in 
both sections. Georgetown, in the city’s 
northwest quadrant, is largely a high- 
income district. Its settlers have hauled 
in iron grillework and marble mantels 
from razed buildings downtown to add to 
those already in place; they have inclosed 
cozy little backyard gardens with brick 
walls. Gracious living is very much in 
evidence, but it takes effort. 
SOME OF GEORGETOWN’S 
most interesting buildings were saved 
from demolition only by frantic and in- 
genious action. In 1951, when three fine 
row houses at Thirtieth and M streets, 
dating back to the late 1790’s were threat- 
ened, a group of Georgetowners formed 
a corporation, organized for profit, to save 
them. Stock was sold to the public at $1 
a share to finance remodeling; the ground 
floors have been rented as shops, the 
second floor as a restaurant with outdoor 
terrace, the third floor as an apartment. 
Several stockholders gave their shares to 
the National Trust for Historic Preserva- 
tion, which now holds a controlling in- 
terest and is making a modest profit. 
The Capitol Hill restoration is largely in 
the hands of homeowners of average in- 
come. This southeast part of Washington 
was originally a “good” section, but 
speculative land prices drove the popula- 
tion northwest. Gradually, the big houses 


were cut into apartments, then absentee 
landlords let them slump into rooming 
houses and tenements. 

In 1945, Mr. and Mrs. Donald J. Det- 
wiler moved into a Victorian house on G 
street with their two teen-age children. 
Their friends advised against it, because 
indications were that this block was about 
to be “broken.” Within two years, Negro 
families began moving in, . white ‘families 
out. The Detwilers stayed. They liked the 
tree-grown street, which looks much like 
any number of old streets in North and 
South St. Louis. They found neighbors of 
both races interested in rehabilitation. 


Christ Church, in the oldest Episcopal 
diocese in Washington, is just across the 
street from the Detwilers. It bought six 
alley slum houses just behind the church 
building, found new quarters for the 
occupants, and tore down the buildings. 
The church offered rooms for block meet- 
ings. McCall’s magazine sponsored a re- 
newal program for two neglected houses. 
There were art fairs, citizens’ committees 
and a one-day painting of six row houses 
by Eastern High School students. 


LENDING AGENCIES, not much 
interested in financing Capitol Hill prop- 
erty at first, took another look. The 
Detwilers bought a house two doors away 
that had been occupied by six families, 
and was in a dismal state. They restored 
it attractively, and put it on the market 
for $25,000. It would command twice that 
figure in Georgetown. They and their 
neighbors went looking for buyers for 
every nearby property that went on the 
market, and things are looking up on G 
street, Southeast. The same sort of de- 
termined neighborhood action is going on 
throughout that section, and a good many 
suburbanites are moving in. The area is 
proving attractive to newspaper and radio 
people who want to be close to their 
work, to scholars working in the Library 
of Congress and the Folger Shakespeare 
Library, and to several members of 
Congress. 

There are large sections of St. Louis 
that would lend themselves to this kind 
of renovation with much less effort, but 
the longer action is deferred the more 
effort it will take. An hour's tour of 
Georgetown and Capitol Hill offers con- 
vincing evidence that it is enormously 
worth while.

Opera Festival Opens 


Two Performances of Figaro 


THE AUGUST OPERA FESTIVAL will open this 
weekend with the performance of Mozart's “The Marriage of 
Figaro” Friday and Saturday evenings (August 21 and 22) at 
8:15 .m. in the Washington University Quadrangle. The musi- 
cal director of the Festival, Edward Murphy, will conduct. 

The opera will be sung in English by a cast of both local and 
out-of-town singers. Hugh Thompson, who sings Figaro, was 
with the Metropolitan Opera for eight years, and has also been 
a member of the New York City and San Francisco Opera Com- 
panies. The Countess Almaviva will be sung by Mary Judd, 
formerly with the Little Orchestra Society of New York and 
the NBC Opera Company. Other out-of-town members of the 
cast include Jim Fleetwood, baritone with the Kansas City 
Opera Company as Count Almaviva, Sylvia Stone as Cherubino, 
and Gil Gallagher as Antonio, Susanna will be sung by St. 
Louisan Carolee Coombs, They wiil be supported by a chorus 
of 25 young St. Louis singers and a 27-piece orchestra. A harp- 
sichord, usually replaced by a piano, will accompany the reci- 
tativos. 

MOZART’S OPERA, based on a play of the same 
name by Beaumarchais, is the story of romantic mixups at the 
palace of Count Almaviva, in eighteenth-century Spain. The 
Little Symphony Orchestra shell has been transformed into 
an eighteenth-century opera stage, and an tmproved ampli- 
fication system has been installed. Robert Schmidt has pre- 
pared the costumes, complete with powdered wigs from New 
York, and James Boyce has done the staging. 

The seating policy will be generally like that of the Little 
Symphony, with chairs close to the stage and a grass seating 
section behind.

A Time to Choose Courses 
Why Ninth Graders—and Parents—Should Plan Studies 


By RICHARD E. HASWELL 


AS HAPPENS EVERY Septem- 
ber, this year’s ninth-graders will be 
starting to school in a few weeks. Some 
of them will be starting to high school, 
some continuing junior high, depending 
on the school organization in their com- 
munity. In either case, one thing will 
probably be different from other years— 
they will, for the first time, be faced with 
a choice of courses. 


More will hinge on the choice they 
make than simply satisfying their current 
interests. Some of them will be digging, 
if not quite their academic grave, at least 
a trench that will be hard to climb out of 
later. 

Four years from now, two out of every 
five of this year’s ninth-graders will be 
entering college. They won’t be the 
brightest two-fifths, but, to be quite blunt 
about it, the wealthiest two-fifths, For 
the most part, drop-outs during high 
school come from low-income families, 
and, high school graduates whose parents 
can afford it will be sent to college, re- 
gardiess of the college aptitude tests. 

The average youngster at fourteen Is 
not apt to be very forward-looking, and 
even less apt to be impressed by statisti- 
cal data such as these. At fourteen, that 
kind of thinking about the future, is prac- 


‘tically impossible. Any planning inevita- 


bly has to be.done by the school adminis- 
tration and the parents. 

SCHOOL ADMINISTRATORS 
are in an unfortunately feeble position. 


before a college degree became the open 
sesame to a job, it was recognized as the 
gateway to a fuller and better life. 

School officials, with their knowledge of 
a student’s past record and present de- 
velopment, can usefully advise parents 
about probabilities, warn them about diffi- 
culties, encourage the hesitant and bolster 
the fearful. But, as a practical matter of 
facing the statistical facts, the final word 
belongs to the student and his parents. 


HOW DOES THIS APPLY when 
a fourteen-year-old lines up to register 
for the ninth grade? The cold fact is that 
about a fifth of a college education can 
be taken in high school, and the first 
opportunity to get some of this fifth 
comes in the ninth grade. Let’s add it up. 

First, mathematics. Four years of high 
school mathematics will carry one 
through the introductory courses in col- 
lege algebra, plane and solid geometry, 
and trigonometry. This doesn’t call for 
genius, or anything more than average 
ability. There is no psychological reason 
why any student can’t carry these courses 
just as successfully between the ages of 
14 and 18 as he can the year afterwards, 
when he is a college freshman. But if he 
does wait until he is in college, he will 
use up seven to nine hours of credits 
towards his college degree. 

(Incidentally, if he happens to want to 
be an engineer or a physicist and doesn’t 
take these courses in high

not so ready to recognize high school in- 
struction. In English, the practice varies 
widely. Most colleges don’t trust high 
school English instruction at all, but give 
an entrance or placement examination. 
On the basis of this examination, some 
colleges place students in different sec- 
tions (including placement in a remedial 
course, which takes up a student’s time 
but earns him no credit toward gradua- 
tion); some exempt the best from re- 
quired courses but give no credit; some 
exempt the best and give credit for the 
courses not taken. 

The minimums I have listed for four 
years of mathematics, science, and 
language add up to 25 hours, which is a 
little more than one-fifth of the 120 hours 
normally required for a college degree. 
IT SHOULD BE UNDERSTOOD 
that a student is not going to be given 
college credit for this high school work. 
He is going to be relieved from taking 
the work in college, and consequently to 
have time during his four years in col- 
lege for 25 hours of advanced or supple- 
mentary work that he wouldn’t otherwise 
be able to take. In some curricula, as 
engineering, only this foresight will let 
him finish the prescribed courses in the

of the Denver Symphony Society, recently completed «its thir- 
teenth successful season in one of the world’s most unusual out- 
door theaters. 

Gigantic red sandstone outcroppings, pushed up from the 
earth some 60,000,000 years ago, flank a natural amphitheater 
with a seating capacity of 8000. Geologists estimate that the 
area has been in and out of the sea many times and, in certain 
later stages of development, was inhabited by curious flying 
reptiles, dinosaurs and other strange creatures, whose eerie 
wails rang out through the rocks where patrons now enjoy the 
music of Puccini,and Haydn. 

Red Rocks and Denver Symphony conductor, Saul Caston, 

gives full credit to the citizens of Denver and the Festival Com- 
mittee for their genuine desire to bring good music to everyone 
who might be interested. Their efforts are marked by a 
remarkable ability to co-operate, which makes possible the pre- 
sentation of works that might otherwise seem overly ambitious. 
As an example the dramatization of Haydn's oratorio, ‘The 
Creation,” first presented at Red Rocks last summer, called for 
actors to portray the sun, moon and archangels. 
THE ROLES WERE FILLED by members of the 
Mountain Climbing Society of Denver, who used ropes and 
crampons for support as they perched on the summits of the 
lofty red rocks during the two-and-one-half-hour performance. 
Other civic and cultural groups gladly volunteer everything from 
special electrical equipment to a chorus of 100. 

Under normal conditions, acoustics at Red Rocks are ex- 
cellent, but occasionally a freak northerly wind sweeps away 
the sound, and singers complain of having tones forced down 
their throats. The wind was especially strong during this sea- 
son’s production of “‘The Girl of the Golden West,” starring 
Metropolitan Opera soprano Eleanor Steber, and it was neces- 
sary to use heavy amplification. 

On Festival evenings, patrons are urged to bring picnic 
suppers to the theater and enjoy the 200-mile view of the plains 
and the twinkling lights of Denver, 15 miles away. In the tradi- 
tion of Western neighborliness, a prominent dowager may be 
seen exchanging sandwiches and conversing with a family in 
obviously more modest circumstances. To encourage attendance, 
family rates are made especially attractive. 


THE THEATER OFFERS a perfect setting for Wag- 
nerian opera, which has been presented from time to time with 
great success. 

Through the years, many famous artists have come to Red 
Rocks. Among those who came long before the theater was con- 
structed were Dame Nellie Melba and Mary Garden, who sang 
“Annie Laurie,” followed by a hymn. To her, the site was so 
majestic that it called for sacred music, an impression shared 
by hundreds of awe-inspired visitors.

Convention Begins Today 


THE NATIONAL ASSOCIATION of Negro Musicians 
will hold its Fortieth Anniversary Convention at Kiel Audi- 
torium beginning today and running through Friday. The organ- 
ization, headed by Dr. Roscoe Polin of Indianapolis will bring 
to St. Louis prominent musicians from all over the country. 
Among these is baritone Robert McFerrin who will give a 
recital in the Opera House on Friday evening, August 21. 
McFerrin, the first Negro artist to become a regular member 
of the Metropolitan Opera Company, has made several records 
and can be heard as the singing voice of Porgy in the current 
movie “‘Porgy and Bess.” 

On Sunday afternoon, ten young artists who have won 
regional contests will compete for the National Scholarship 
Award. Winners in past years have been Marian Anderson and 
Grace Bumbry, a St. Louisan. 

Other events include the W. C. Handy Riverfront Musicale 
in front of the Showboat “‘Golden Rod” at the foot of Locust 
Street on Monday evening. Wednesday evening, artists from 
various parts of the country will perform, followed Thursday 
evening by a presentation of the opera “Cavalleria Rusticana.”

Vigorously opposing charges 
of “featherbedding,”’ which the 
management calls ‘wasteful 
work practices,”” McDonald said 
striking workers ‘have played a 
major role” in achieving peak 
efficiency in the steel industry.

be: Greater St. Louis Automotive Association, Inc. in a paid ad- 

vertisement, which appeared in this paper last Monday, August 
10th, gave its version of the labor dispute which they have with 
Machinists’ Union District No. 9 and its affiliated local Lodge 777. 


In this paid advertisement it stated that the Union had double- 
crossed the Greater St. Louis Automotive Association, Inc., by recom- 
mending rejection of a five (5) year agreement, previously proposed 
by the Dealers’ Association. Prior to the meeting of our membership 
involved in the dispute on August 1, 1959, the Committee represent- 
ing the Dealers’ Association released the two (2) representatives of 
Machinists’ Union, District +9 from recommending favorable action 
on the five (5) year agreement; so there was no double-cross inas- 
much as the representatives of District No. 9 recommended rejection 
of the five (5) year proposal. 


Further the paid advertisement read that the Union Boss repu- 
diated the promise of his own authorized representative. This is un- 
true as stated above. It also stated that he had caused the proposal 
to be rejected after “an unfair and distorted presentation of the 
facts.” The truth is that the entire proposal was read word for word 
to the membership, and the representatives of the Machinists’ Union 
merely stated their objections to the proposal. The membership, by 
secret ballot, voted to reject the five (5) year proposal by approxi- 
mately 2 to 1. What happened at this meeting was that the offer of 
the Dealers’ Association was carefully analyzed both pro and con. 
The Directing Business Representative of the Union, who was present, 
said he did not think the proposal started to meet the terms which 
the Union had been requesting and receiving from other companies 
under District No. 9 contracts. 


Further, this paid advertisement stated that he was a Union Boss. 
So that the records will be kept straight, there are 23 members of 
the staff of District No. 9, 1.A.M. and one (1) Directing Business Rep- 
resentative. There are better than 100 delegates, who are elected 
by the members, tq the District Board and between the two, they form 
policy for District No. 9. No one man would ever dare to boss as 
democratic and responsible a labor organization as the Machinists’ 
District No. 9, which consists of 40,000 members in addition to the 
staff and the District Board. 


One other allegation made in the paid advertisement of August 
10th was thet there were several thousand members of the Union on 
strike. District No. 9 struck only 7 Automobile Dealers on June 8th 
and of the 7 Automobile Dealers, only approximately 100 members 
were involved. On June 9th and 10th, the Auto Dealers Association 
locked out approximately 1700 union members, who were perfectly 
willing to continue their work without any dispute whatsoever.

Further, in this paid advertisement it stated that the Union was 
making excessive demands—that this one Machinists’ Boss would force 
further increases on the already high cost of auto repairs and main- 
tenance in the St. Louis Area. The public should know prior to the 
dispute that some of the Dealers raised their labor cost one-half 
dollar ($.50). 


lt further stated that the strike was wanted by neither the 
Dealers nor the employees. To set the records straight, District No. 
9 has never had a strike at any place where they have a contract 
without first the employee-members of that Company or Auto Dealer 
having had the opportunity to vote by secret ballot in favor or 
against the strike, and this vote must carry by a ¥ths majority. 


On Wednesday, August 12th, representatives of District No. 9 
and Local 618 met with three representatives of the Automobile 
Dealers’ Association and proposed a three (3) year agreement with a 
provision of voting either for a straight 10¢ an hour increase each 
year without the pension, or 10c per hour the first year and 5¢ an 
hour the following two (2) years with the Pension. This proposal 
further provided that the vote shall be taken at each Dealers’ Shop 
with the representative of the Dealer and thg representative of the 
Union present at the balloting. It was further understood by all 
those at the meeting on August 12th that this proposal was not final 
on the part of the Union until first sactioned by a secret ballot vote of 
the membership of District No. 9 of both locked out and struck shops. 


On August 13th the representatives of the Machinists’ District 
No. 9 in a called meeting of its membership, employed at both the 
struck and locked out shops of the Dealers’ Association presented 
the proposal and after considerable discussion a secret ballot was 
voted by 718—yes to 79—not to permit the representatives to submit 
the above described proposal given to members of the Automobile 
Association Committee on August, 12th. 


The Dealers Committee stated on August 12th that they would 
recommend fo their Association acceptance of the proposal if it was 
approved by the members of District No. 9. Immediately after the 
meeting of August 13th, representatives of the Machinists’ Union 
notified ‘the Executive Vice-President of the Automobile Dealers’ 
Association of the action of its membership. The Dealers then held a 
meeting on Friday, August 14th, and at approximately 12:00 noon on 
that date, the Executive Vice-President of the Greater St. Louis Au- 
tomotive Association, Inc., informed representatives of the Machin- 
ists’ Union District No. 9 that the Dealers had rejected overwheim- 
ingly the Union's proposal. ft should be pointed out at this time that 
the main objection that the Dealers have had right along in negotia- 
tions was that Union Representatives were forcing a Pension on its 
members which they did not desire. Under the proposal as pointed 
out above, the members would have the opportunity to vote either 
for a reduced increase in pay over a three (3) year period with the 
Pension or a larger wage increase over the three (3) year period 
without the pension. This proposal was made by the Union even 
though its policy had never been of this nature in the past.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 15 (AP) 


number of B-58 supersonic bomb- 
ers that will be produced this 
year. 

The revised production goal 
for the 12 months that started 
July 1 is 32, instead of the 40 
scheduled in a presentation of 
the new defense budget.

PRICE FOR MILITARY 
MANPOWER INQUIRY 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 15 (UPI) 
—A congressional investigator 
asked the Defense Department 
today to look into more than 60 
specific cases of alleged man- 
power abuses in the armed serv- 
ices.

states, the Food and Drug Ad- 
ministration announced yester- 
day. 

Four samples of alfalfa were 
further checked for Strontium- 
90 and found to contain the slow- 
decaying isotope, again in wide- 
ly varying amounts. 

“This radioactivity, by itself, 
is not regarded as a current 
threat to public health,” the 
FDA said. No index was given 
as to the levels that would be 
regarded as a health threat. 

The announcement was issued 
at the press conference of Arthur 
S. Flemming, Secretary of 
Health, Education and Welfare. 
He said the implications of the 
findings were not clear because 
of lack of scientific knowledge. 
Gathering the samples, he ex- 
plained, was part of the depart- 
ment’s effort to fill in the gaps | 
in understanding the degree of | 

contamination from radioactive | 
‘fallout and its effects on human 
‘health. 

“As we get some factual in- 
formation, such as the results of 
these samplings, we are going to 
»put it on the table, even though 
Swe are not always able to answer | 
+ the questions that these findings | 
»may prompt,” Flemming said.

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Ships Complete First Survey | 


For Hole Through Earth’s Crust

ABOARD RESEARCH VES- 
SEL VEMA, Aug. 15 (AP)—Four 
United States research vessels 
have just completed: the first 
survey for what promises to be 
one of the great science adven- 
tures of the century. 

A hundred and fifty miles out 
in the Atlantic Ocean north of 
Puerto Rico, they have been 
looking for a place to drill a 
hole through the earth’s crust. 

The hole is expected to an- 
swer such age-old questions as 
what the inside of the earth is 
really made of. It will go all the 
way down to the mantle, the 
thick band of rock surrounding 
the earth’s molten inner core. 

The drilling scheme has been 
dubbed the Mohole Project be- 
cause the hole is to pierce a 
layer within the earth called 
the Moho, an abbreviation of 
Mohorovic discontinuity, named 
after its discoverer, a Yugoslav 
seismologist. 

The Mohole will be bored be- 
neath the sea since the earth's 
crust is thinner below the ocean 
than on land. 

Still, the hole will have to be 
several miles deep. And it will 
have to be drilled beneath miles- 
deep water — a feat never at- 
tempted before. 

‘For several weeks, I have 
been aboard the ‘“‘flagship’’ of 
the survey flotilla, the Columbia 
University research ship Vema. 
I came on the Vema not only to 
report the start of the history- 
making Mohole Project. I want- 
ed a first-hand look at life on an 
ocean research vessel and at a 
vital, little-known frontier of sci- 
ence — the exploration of the 
ocean depths. 


New Scientific Frontier. 


The survey was directed by 
Vema’s chief scientist, Dr. John 
E. Nafe. The other research 
ships taking part were Gibbs, 
from Hudson Laboratories, a 
Navy laboratory operated by Co- 
lumbia; Bear, from the Woods 
Hole Oceanographic Institution, 
and Hidalgo, from Texas A. & M. 
College. 

The four ships employed all 
the devices of modern oceanog- 
raphy for studying the ocean bot- 
tom. There was no drilling; gear 
for drilling in deep oceanic wa- 
ter does not yet exist. 

The survey covered an area 
of the Atlantic known as the 
Quter Ridge, where the water is 
2, miles deep and the earth’s 
crust is nearly three miles thick. 
A possible drilling site in the 
Pacific off the West Coast is also 
being surveyed. 

A final decision on just where 
the Mohole will be drilled will 
be made after data from both 
the Atlantic and Pacific surveys 
have heen analyzed — a matter 
of six months’ study. 

I found ocean research fasci- 
nating — ard no game for the 
seasick-prone, or anyone afraid 
to wet his hands on deck. 

Oceanog. 3yphers work chiefly 
from small, rough-riding vessels; 
big ships cost too much. Quar- 
ters are cramped. Heavy gear 
must be put over the side and 
retrieved, and high explosives 
handled on pitching, tossing, slip- 
pery decks in all sorts of weath- 
er at any hour of the day or 
night. 

Since there is never a moment 
when data are not being gath- 
ered, everyone on board ocean 
research vessels works, even 
visitors. I stood a regular daily 
watch in Vema’s instrument lab, 
monitoring the depth recorder 
and other instruments. I helped 
move ammunition and manned 
a hydrophone or recorded shots 
during seismic shooting. 

In a seismic shoot, king-size 
“firecrackers” of TNT are 
tossed into the sea. The explo- 
Sive charges generate sound 
waves that travel to the ocean 
bottom. Some of the sound waves 
bounce off the bottom, some tra- 
vel through the ocean floor be- 
fore being bent back into the 
water. Listening ships pick up 
the traveling waves with hydro- 


| phones, which provide clues for 
-mapping below-the-bottom rock) ° 
strata. 


Used also by the Vema was a | 


piston corer — a machine for) 
punching out samples of the 
ocean bottom. It consists of a 
40-foot piece of steel pipe sur- 
mounted by a finned weight 
shaped like a shortened rocket. 

Gravity and an ingenious pis-| ' 
ton arrangement drive it up to 
80 feet into the ocean floor and 
punch out rod-shaped samples of 
the layers of mud and sediment 
forming the sea bottom. The . 
cores reveal not only the nature | 
of the ocean floor but hidden 
chapters from the earth’s his- 
tory. 

Radioactive Carbon. | 

Sometimes the corer cable 
carries a steel barrel with an in- 
eenious mechanism for closing 
the barrel at any desired depth 
to collect samples of water for 
radioactive carbon measure- 
ments to determine the age of 
the elements taken. 

The Vema, somewhat larger 
than most oceanographic ships, 
is a 202-foot three-masted iron 
auxiliary schooner built as a 
yacht in 1923. Columbia Univer- 
sity’ s oceanographic research 
unit, the Lamont Geological Ob- 
servatory, bought it in 1953. 

Vema carries a party of 11 
to 15 scientists and technicians 
plus a crew of 19. Most of the 
scientists sleep in narrow bunks, 
installed when Vema was a mer- 
chant marine training ship dur- 
ing World War Il. 

For entertainment the ship has 
“Sailor’s TV”’ — watching cloud 
shapes drift across the sky at 
sunset. Good food is Vema’s only 
creature comfort. 

The particular cross of the

Oil and many other minerals 
were formed in or below the sea, 
and minerals abound in the sea 
today—both in the water itself 
and on and below the ocean bot- 
tom. Further, stagnant ocean 
waters — if any exist — have 
been proposed as a solution for a 
pressing atomic age problem—a 
resting place for radioactive 
atomic power plant wastes. 

At present, sea research is 
still an all-but-neglected branch 
of science. Active oceanographic 
research is under way at no 
more than a dozen United States 
centers. 

A primarv obstacle is the cost 
of equipping and operating re- 
search ships. Most of the 20-odd 


United States ocean- going re-| 


search vessels are ¢raft picked 
up after their retirement from 
commercial or naval service. 
Even so, they cost up to $1,000,- 


000 each to prepare for sea re- | 
search. They may cost $1000 or | 


more a day to run. 
Nevertheless, oceanography 
has come a long way — far

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Adults’ Juvenile 
Act at the Opera 


A READER HAS ASKED ME to raise the banner high in 
@ new crusade. Her letter was a follow-up to the discussions 
on the behavior of children at the Friday night movie sessions. 
She points out that their lack of manners is as nothing com- 
pared to adults at the 
Municipal Opera. 

“IT was in the audience at 
the final performance of 
*Li'l Abner,’” she writes. 
“This was a beautiful pres- 
entation and the cast was 
brilliant. I enjoyed every 
minute of it, and was sit- 
ting back anticipating the 
climactic final scenes. 

“Then just as Marryin’ 
Sam was saying, ‘Do you, 
Daisy Mae, take this man?’ 
a voice beside me said, ‘Ex- 
cuse me, please,’ and an- 
other, ‘Excuse me, please,’ 
and all over the theater, 
people were popping up to 
let these rude juveniles age 
30 to 60 leave the theater. 
The last scenes were com- 
pletely ruined for me, and 
I wonder how a cast that 
has practiced for weeks felt about the milling crowd stamped- 
ing the aisles to the tune of “‘Jubilation T. Cornpone.”’ 

“Think of the day when the audience is filled with these 
people or they all happen to come to the same performance. 
Can’t you visualize an empty theater at the final curtain, but 
a bottleneck of shouting standees in each aisle? ce to the 
movie houses now and see what the future holds for us.”

The writer goes on to say that she is not a midwesterner 
and has never seen such behavior except among audiences 
at large events in St. Louis. 


THIS is an indictment of St. Louis manners and unfortu- 
nately it’s all too true. Woman and girl I’ve been going to the 
Muny Opera for many years and can’t remember when there 
wasn’t this rush for the aisles as soon as the audience sensed 
the end was in sight. 


At one time there may have been some excuse for it. 
In the days when most of us rode the special opera bus, it 
was imperative to get to that bus or be left marooned in the 
park. I can still remember the feeling of excitement of run- 
ning to the ramp, glancing regretfully over your shoulder 
(because even the early exiters like to know how the show 
comes out) and—if luck held out—reaching the side just as 
the finale ended.

A DOUBLE CHECK FOR HOME BUYERS: As the money 
market tightens and taxes keep heading up, two checks become 
increasingly important before you sign on the dotted line. In- 
vestigate current tax rates—and, no less important, what future 
rates are likely to be in view of local needs. It could be that 
buying a house in one suburb will provide substantial savings 
over buying an equivalent one in a suburb only a few miles 
away. And shop around for your mortgage. Check with many 
lending institutions, not just one, for best terms you can get. 
Terms can vary—and even seemingly slight variations add up 
to considerable sums over the years. 


>» TRENDS AND TIP-OFFS: You can expect to save a little 
money rather than to spend more, on meat, milk and eggs in 
the months and even years ahead, some farm economists say. 
Reason: Huge surpluses of grains for livestock feed will bring 
prices lower and lower. Average family of four this year will 
spend $694 for beef, pork, chickens, eggs, milk.

Incidental- 
ly, next time you change, you might want to save the old oil 
for use in a box of sand to keep garden tools from rusting over 
the winter. 


AROUND THE HOUSE: If you're planning to refurbish 
faded radiator inclosures before the summer is out, you might 
want to consider this idea: Glue assorted ceramic tiles atop 
the inclosures and you get a decorative, easy to clean surface, 
good also for plants since heat won’t come through the tiles.

Than a Norwegian Coronation, but Neither of 


the Young Lovers Wanted It That Way 


NEW YORK, Aug. 15. 


WHEN STEVEN ROCKEFEL- 
LER first saw the shy, pretty 
girl who was a maid in his fam- 
ily’s New York home, he reacted 
as any normal young man 
would. 

There’s a very attractive girl, 
he thought. 

She had blond hair, blue eyes, 
a fair skin that glowed with 
health and vitality, and a charm- 
ing Norwegian accent. 

It was Christmastime and the 
Rockefeller’s 27-room triplex 
apartment overlooking Central 
Park was bustling with holiday 
activity. The new blond maid 
was needed in the kitchen to 
wash dishes, or in the drawing 
room to fluff sofa pillows, or in 
the dining room to polish silver. 
Steven, home from Princeton on 
vacation, was just as busy. There 
were parties, trips to the coun- 
try, reunions with friends from 
prep school days at Deerfield 
Academy. 

The two young people, maid 
and master’s son, didn’t see 
each other again until the fol- 
lowing August—eight months 
later. Two years later, Aug. 22, 
1959, they are to be married in 
the most talked-about wedding 
of the year. 


Anne Marie Rasmussen, a Nor- 
wegian storekeeper’s daughter, 
and Steven Rockefeller, an Amer- 
ican multi-millionaire’s son, 
proved once again that all the 
world loves a romance. 

Their wedding in the “new” 
Lutheran church in Sogne, Nor- 
way, where Anne Marie was 
christened and confirmed is ex- 
pected to draw more newsmen, 
photographers, sightseers, curi- 
osityseekers, well - wishers, 
friends and relatives than a Nor- 
wegian coronation. 

Even the couple’s simple an- 
nouncement that they would be 
married in the “new” church at- 
tracted such a crush of newsmen 
and photographers that traffic 
was blocked for miles along the 
main Oslo-Stavanger highway. 
Norway’s Navy Chief, Vice Adm. 
Johannes Jacobsen, was late to 
a launching because of it. 

Only the Grace Kelly-Prince 
Rainier wedding has caused as 
much excitement in recent years. 

But neither Anne Marie nor 
Steven wanted it that way. They 
are both quiet, friendly, intelli- 
gent people — anxious to stay 
away from reporters’ questions 
and photographers’ flashing 
bulbs. 

In many ways, they are more 
unassuming than the boy-and-

girl-next-door who can only hope 
to see their wedding story on 
the society pages of Sunday's 
paper. 

Steven dresses casually and 
shops for bargains, even though 
he some day will share in a 
fortune estimated at $200,000,000. 


“You certainly wouldn’t 
think he was a rich man’s son 
when you look at his clothes,” 
said one of Anne Marie’s girl 
friends in Sogne. “His shoes, 


aiso favors open - collared 
shirts, baggy slacks and bag- 
gier sweaters. 


Anne Marie may be more 
fastidious about her clothes, but 
she shares Steven’s love of sim- 
plicity and naturalness. 

When asked about her favorite 
flowers, she said they were to 
be found in the woods and on the 
beach and not cultivated in any 
garden. 

“I think I’m just a natural 
Norwegian girl,’’ she said. 


WHEN ANNE MARIE set out 
for the United States in 1956, she 
was even more “natural” than 
she is today. She was 18 years 
old, modestly educated — nine 
years of formal schooling—un- 
trained for any profession and 
untraveled. She had helped her 
father in the general store he 
operated on the small coastal 
island of Boroya where she was 
born and raised. She had hauled 
and mended nets for the island’s 
fishermen. She had read and she 
had dreamed. But she had not 
traveled beyond her homeland. 
She hadn’t even mastered the 
language of the country to which 
she was headed. 

But she won her parents’ con- 
sent to leave after an aunt and 
uncle, living in Bronx, N. Y., 
promised to look after her. 

“There was a party for her 
when she left and some tears,” 
a friend recalled, ‘but really 
not too many tears. It was a 
happy occasion, really, because 
she was doing something that 
she wanted to do. And her par- 
ents are like that. They’re not 
selfish. They were sorry to see 
her leave, but not sad. Besides, 
she would return.” 

At the same time, Steven 
Rockefeller was a 20-year-old 
junior at Princeton, a member of 
the most elite eating club (Ivy), 
active in campus affairs. He 
had completed 14 years of formal 
education, including prepara- 
tory training at upper-crust 
Deerfield. He had traveled ex- 
tensively. He spent weekends on 
a 3000-acre estate in New York’s 
Westchester county hills. He 
spent summers in a big house in 
Maine. In his New York City 
home, he was surrounded by one 
of the world’s most valuable 
modern art collections, number- 
ing about 1000 oils, etchings and 
lithographs. 

His father, Nelson Rockefeller, 
operated out of a skyscraper 
suite in Rockefeller Center, pre- 
siding over some $15,000,000 
worth of business investments in 
17 countries. He was a member 
of 18 boards of directors. Ste- 
ven’s mother, Mary Todhunter 
Clark, came from a blueblood 
Philadelphia family. Her grand- 
father was president of the 
Pennsylvania Railroad. She at- 
tended exclusive finishing 
schools, studied at the Sorbonne 
in Paris, was a former Junior 
League member. 

This was the milieu into which 
Anne Marie fell soon after she 
arrived in the United States. 

“T got the job as a maid in the 
Rockefeller home through an em- 
ployment agency the first day I 
applied,” she said. “I didn’t 
realize what kind of family it 
was until I told my aunt where 
I was working. Then she told 
ME where I was working. I 
wasn’t scared about that. Only 
that I didn’t know English. | 
was afraid I would make some 
mistake and I did make a couple. 
But no one scolded me. And I 
had a room to myself and $100 
a month as wages.”’ 

She enrolled in a special class 
to improve her English. She did 
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of Steven, at 


volunteer work at a hospital. She 
visited art museums to study 
Italian Renaissance paintings. 
She came to know and like 
Steven’s younger brother and 
sister — she baked chocolate nut 
cakes especially for them — and 
at Christmas, she saw Steven 
himself for the first time. 


When he asked her for a 
date, the following August, she 
accepted with surprise, delight 
and a little misgiving. Her 
English was still faulty. And 
after all, she was only a kitch- 
en maid and he was the boss’s 
son. But they hit it off im- 
mediately. By the time she 
quit as maid to take a Christ- 
mas selling job at Blooming- 
dale’s department store, they 
were in love. 


Mrs. Rockefeller gave her 
future daughter - in - law a solid 
recommendation for the job at 
Bloomingdale’s. 

“She has shown herself to be 
absolutely honest, sober and 
reliable,”’ Mrs. Rockefeller wrote 
to Anne Marie’s new employer. 
“She has a pleasant personality, 
is most willing and is very neat 
and clean. Everybody in the 
house, including the children, 
was very fond of her.” 

After the Christmas rush, Anne 
Marie was one of three tempo- 
rary salesgirls who had been 
asked to stay on. Some 300 oth- 
ers were dropped. 

She saw Steven on weekends 
when he came into New York 
from Princeton, and in the 
spring, she went down there a 
couple of times. He was gradu- 
ated in June, winning the Taylor 
Pyne prize as the senior who 
most clearly demonstrated ‘‘ex- 
cellent scholarship, manly qual- 
ities and effective support of the 
best interests of Princeton.” 

He also received the Class of 
1901 medal as the senior who 
had done the most for Princeton. 
And as a joke, classmates voted 
him the graduate most likely to 
succeed. 

After graduation, he cam- 
paigned to elect his father gov- 
ernor of New York state, and 
Anne Marie charged jobs—first 
to a bank and then to the Mu- 
tual Insurance Rating Bureau, 
where she was a statistics clerk 
at $50 a week. 

There were 15 other girls in 
her unit at the insurance office, 
typical office girls, interested 
mainly in clothes and boy 
friends. They saw Anne Marie 
meet the tall, bespectacled boy 
in the office lobby at 5 o'clock 
each evening and they pressed 
her for his name. 

“‘Steven Rockefeller,” she said. 

Some of the girls didn’t believe 
her. ‘“‘How do you like that, she’s 
dating a Rockefeller,” they said 
mockingly. But soon they rea- 
lized it was the truth. 

“She has such a beautiful and 
honest smile I just had to believe 
her,”’ one of the girls said. 


AFTER NEW YEAR’S, Steven 
was drafted into the Army for 
six months. Anne Marie wrote 
to him every day. “Some days 
she wouldn’t go to lunch,” the 
office receptionist said. “She'd 
say, ‘1 can’t go out today. I’ve 
got to write to Steven.’ ”’ 

At first she thought it was 
good to be alone, to be able to 
think things over. But as the 
separation lengthened, she be- 
came more convinced than ever 
that she loved Steven. She gave 
up her job in March. The last 
day there the 15 girls in her unit 
took her to lunch and presented 
her with three pieces of sky-blue 
luaggage. 

“It’s rare in a bunch of girls 
like that to find somebody who 
is liked by everybody, but Anne 
Marie was,” one of the girls 
said. 

Anne Marie returned home to 
Norway in May after almost 
three years in the United States. 
It was wonderful to be back 
home, to see her parents and her 
18-year-old sister, Thorhild, and 
to catch up on neighborhood 
gossip with her girl friends. 

There also was a new home in 
which to live. While she was 
away, her parents had built a 
house in Lohne-Gaardene (the 
Lohne farms) in Sogne—about 60 
miles from the picturesque island 
where she grew up. The house 
has a large living room, a hall 
and a big kitchen on the first

Quinn grew up in St. Louis. His 
widowed mother, Mrs. C. Alvin 
Quinn, lives here.

When Republican Quinn beat 
the Democrats last month in Ha- 
waii’s first elections it was a 
triumph of organized personality, 
more than politics.

A page-wide Honolulu headline, 
“Quinn Wins,” was a big, short 
summary of the Democrats’ big- 
gest surprise and the elections’ 
mejor result. .

Burns is an old 
settler, a former Honolulu po- 
liceman, a leader in Hawaii's 
pursuit of statehood, and is reck- 
oned to be the islands’ most able 
politician.

He held the humble line when 
he was appointed Territorial 
Governor by President Eisenhow- 
er in July, 1957. He twisted the 
line a little to put emphasis on 
the only thing lacking in Para- 
dise-on-the-Pacific — statehood. 
“I was imposed on the people of 
Hawaii, not selected by them,” 
Quinn said frequently, making 
statehood capital of his appoint- 
ment. This must have appealed 
to the island instinct for hospi- 
tality. When the time came, 
Hawaiians let Quinn know he 
hadn’t been an imposition. They 
selected him. | 

During his politicking Quinn 
delivered some rallying cries 
that would have gone over well 
in a Missouri campaign.

Quinn began his campaign for 
governor, roaring. He sings tenor 
but he hasn't a Dennis Day 
speaking voice.

One of 
his first big gatherings was a 
crowd of double-strength loyalty 
to handsome Quinn because the 
assembly was all Republican and 
all women. The candidate said 
to them, “Stem the Democratic 
tide — and let the rush of water 
float the rascals out of office!” 


AS AN EXAMPLE of dynamic 
oceanography Quinn's plea may 
have had its faults, and it wasn’t 
politically flawless simile, either. 
His problem was to keep the 
rascals from being floated into 
office, not out of it. Either way, 
the Republicans got two of the 
four major offices, one United 
States Senator and Quinn. By 
getting Quinn in 'as governor, the 
Republicans actually did better 
than 50-50. In the field of political 
appointments, a brand-new game 
for Hawaiians to be playing on 
their own, the Republicans are 
batting in the clean-up position. 
Quinn’s patronage powers will 
cover the appointment of 460 
officials, including judges, de- 
partment heads and members of 
boards and commissioners.

In the good 
old days it may have been different but I doubt it. 

As a young man in London George Bernard Shaw heard 
rumors of little groups whose conversations were habitually 
tinctured with learning and wit. He never found one, or so 
he said. A character in one of Jane Austen’s novels tells a 
young woman that she should be seen more often in “good 
society.” Her definition of good society, the young woman 
replies, is one in which informed people talk with good sense, 
humor and good will. “‘That’s not good society,” says her 
mentor. ‘That is the best.” 

What seems likely is that the memorable, charming and 
penetrating dialogue was always an accident or a one-man 
show. Dr. Johnson's verbal tilts with Oliver Goldsmith, David 
Garrick, Joshua Reynolds and other familiars were probably 
less one-sided than indicated in Boswell’s “‘Life.” It is also 
probable that Boswell deleted the commonplace remarks. In 
any case Dr. Johnson was an intellectual virtuoso and more 
accustomed to talking than listening. We must also suppose 
that Oscar Wilde was not trying to promote a general flow 
of good humor with his widely quoted bon mots. Wit needs a 
victim, not a collaborator. 


An impromptu one-man show can be highly en- 
tertaining but it is’ no more conducive to audience 
participation than a night club floor show. When a 
good raconteur is doing his turn the listener’s role 
is confined to murmurs of appreciation or, at most, 
a request for another story. This is not “good conver- 
sation,” if an exchange of ideas or even a general 
sharing of talk is meant by this vaguely glamorous 
term. 
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>» IT SHOULD ALSO BE EVIDENT that a free, even and 
profitable conversation is not possible in a crowd. As James 
Addison once said: “‘A conversation is never so much strait- 
ened and confined as in numerous assemblies.”” Experience 
suggests that a company of three or four is qhite enough and 
that latecomers should be prepared to “audit” the proceed- 
ings without comment. They will be remembered gratefully 
by the talkers. 

The best conversations are those that leave a residue of 
good feeling when the detail and substance of what has been 
said are completely forgotten. The occasion may not have been 
instructive but the Ninth Symphony is not instructive either 
in any measurable sense. 


An awareness of the mild euphoria that follows 
an evening of good talk does not establish a method 
of proceeding for the future. Good conversation, I fear, 
cannot be contrived and in consequence cannot prop- 
erly be regarded as an art. I would say that good will 
and a sense of when to be silent are more important 
than a facility with words. Not many, alas, have tried 
this formula. 


EVERYBODY KNOWS THE CHARACTER who always 
monopolizes the conversation. Wherever he sits is the head of 
the table and he not only insists on parading his. own reper- 
tory of anecdotes but periodically interrupts the flow of 
some one else’s narrative with embellishments or explanatory 
notes. When three or four are present who are equally quali- 
fied and equally aggressive none listens to the other because 
each is too preoccupied with what he expects to say at the 
first pause. Under these circumstances nobody’s remarks are 
responsive and communication is nonexistent. 


Let us imagine a perfect situation. The assembly is small, 
everybody present has something to say, and each one takes 
his turn while listening attentively to all the others. The 
degree of self-restraint that would make this possible would 
also eliminate impolite needling. A shared concern for every- 
body’s feelings, in short, would probably reduce the dialogue 
to the blandness of rice pudding. 

Good conversation, then, seems to be contrary to nature. 
A brilliant talker becomes a monologist, four or five produce 
a riot, and a general deference one to the other results in 
a Quaker meeting or a night school recitation. For these 
reasons I suspect that Lady Windstorm’s causeries have been 
confused with “‘Lady Windemere’s Fan,” and that the great 
conversations of earlier years have been memorialized by 
people who weren't there. 

Taking all this into consideration I revise my original 
estimate and submit that conditions for good talk are best 
when only two are present. Even then success is not assured. 
There’s that friend of mine—he says he is a friend—who never 
lets me finish a story; he should talk to himself if he really 
wants somebody to listen,

At each 
place was a tin cup of tea and 
milk and behind each table stood 
a matron. John Parsons reached 
for his cup of tea and awkward- 
ly splashed some on the table. 

“The matron walked up and 
slapped me till my ears rang,” 
75-year-old farmer Parsons says, 
still wincing at the memory. 
“Heartsick and homesick as I 
was, it like to broke me up. I’d 
as soon have been in Hades that 
night.” 

The Protestant Children’s Or- 
phan Asylum was no more un- 
kind than any other institution 
of its day, but there were many 
orphans in that era and all chil- 
dren were ruled sternly. They 
scrubbed floors, worked in the 
laundry, brought the cows back 
from pasture and milked them. 
These chores were sandwiched in 
between school periods and if 
they were tardy in answering 
the school bell, they were 
rapped over the knuckles. 

There were bullies among the 

big boys; once they held Johf 
Parsons out of the second-story 
window to tease him. There were 
tragedies. One night a prowler 
knifed a matron. A boy died of 
of typhoid fever. The children 
had only a few cast-off toys and 
once John Parsons made a wagon 
with wheels from a discarded 
baby buggy. In spite of these 
memories, he has happy recol- 
lections, too, of his years at the 
home, so much so that he came 
all the way from his farm near 
Ulman, Mo., to visit recently. 
Weatherbeaten of face, he is still 
spry, keen, alert and he 
to find some of his old friends in 
this area. 
On Sunday, Aug. 30, Edgewood 
Children’s Center will have a 
reunion for anyone who ever 
lived at the home. Director 
Samuel P. Berman has located a 
dozen or so and hopes that oth- 
ers of John Parsons’s time may 
read this—Vernie Russell, Willie 
and Charlie Stevens, Joe 
Schmiederer, George McKnight, 
Eddie Yeager—and come back to 
see the changes. 

The changes are many, In a 
way, the history of Edgewood 
parallels the history of child 
welfare in America. In 1834, epi- 
demics were common, death rates 
high, Orphans numerous. Mrs. 
Ann Perry picked up one cf them 
—then called “‘waifs’’ — at the 
market near the riverfront. He 
was homeless, parentless. Mrs. 
Perry, a widow, took him home, 
cleaned him up, then called on 
the mayor to ask where in the 
bustling, thriving city of St. Louis 
(population then 6000) such a 
child could receive care. There 
was only the House of Refuge, 
he~told her, a dumping ground 
for the mentally ill, the criminal, 
the handicapped. 


“How can you plan a city 
and not plan for its people?” 
demanded Mrs. Perry, and pio- 
neering the path for do-gooders 
she formed a committee. 


They called themselves the St. 
Louis Association of Ladies for 
the Relief of Orphan Children. 
By 1841 they were properly 
chartered (their rules providing 
among other things that the 
treasurer “always be a single 
woman of the age of 21’’). They 
called on ministers and business 
men for support, purchased a jot 
on Seventh street between Mor- 
gan and Franklin for $15 and set 
up an institution. While waiting 
for the home to be built they 
boarded the children in private 
homes, a forerunner to the pres- 
ent practice of. foster boarding 
homes. 

This was the first non-denomi- 
national home for children west 
of the Mississippi and it received 
the support of many prominent 
citizens — Lindell, Vandeventer, 
Shaw, Mullanphy, Hamilton, the 
Rev. Mr. Goodfellow, Drs. Mc-

county, a Presbyterian minis- 
ter, the Rev. Artemus Bullard, 
had built Rock House, some say 
in 1845, some 1853.

tutional pattern but then an in- 
novation. The three dwellings 
were named for their donors, 
Isabella B. Leighton, Ellen Mc- 
Kee and Rebecca P. Budd. They 
broke another old pattern by 
sending the children to public 
schools. 

Advanced as they were in 
many ways (‘firm kindness,” a 
current social worker phrase ap- 
pears in their record books of 
the 1890s) some of the practices 
would seem strange today. Par- 
ents signed a “‘surrender agree- 
ment” and on a form used at 
one time, parental rights were 
forfeited if board was not paid. 
Children not returned: to par- 
ents were indentured out until 
they reached their majority. The 
family to whom they were bound 
signed an agreement to bring 
the child up in moral and relig- 
ious principles, teach him to 
read, write and the ground rules 
of arithmetic, teach him a trade, 
and on release furnish him with 
two suits of clothes worth at 
least $20 and a new Bible. Some 
children went to rural homes to 
“remove them from the tempta- 
tions of the city” so they might 
acquire “habits of virtuous in- 
dustry.” Actual adoption was 
not very common, 

Funds were raised by annual 
subscription and calling societies 
knocked on doors, the night be- 
fore Thanksgiving being a fa- 
vorite time. The Young Ladies 
Sewing Society ‘held benefits and 
once Jenny Lind, visiting in St. 
Louis, contributed $250 from a 
concert for the cause. 

Exentually the name became 
“Orphans’ Home” rather than 
“asvlum,”” and. by 1943 it was 
decided to eliminate the stigma 
of this name. They asked the 
children what name they would 
like and a 10-year-old girl said, 
“We're kind of on the edge of 
the woods. Why not call it Edge- 
wood?” 

In 1945 the Social Planning 
Council did a survey of commu- 
nity needs and found the greatest 
single need was for a treatment 
center for emotionally disturbed 
children. The Junior League, 
seeking a worthy project, set up 
Forest Park Children’s Center in 
a West End home, for diagnosis 
of such children. They soon 
learned diagnosis was no help if 
there was no, place for treatment 
so they changed to a treatment 
center, one of the first two 
dozen in the United States. 

Limited as it was in space,

Forest Park Children’s Center 
worked closely with Edgewood 
which had room but limited fa- 
cilities for disturbed children. In 
1951-52 Edgewood began a build- 
ing program as old McKee and 
Leighton cottages were inade- 
quate; they were replaced with 
modern residences. In 1953 the 


Social Planning Council again did 
a survey, this one a study of 16 
children’s institutions conducted 
by Mrs. Irving Edison with guid- 
ance from the Child Welfare 
League of America. Its recom- 
mendation was that Edgewood 
and Forest Park Center merge 
and in 1956 this was done.

It was hoped the new agency 
would care for as many as 4 
children but this has not been 
the case. Edgewood as a treat- 
ment center for children has had 
many growing pains but now is 
coming out of them and showing 
progress, though its present 
budget still allows for only 20 
children. 

“The community always has 
had difficulty understanding the 
expense of a project like this,” 
says Berman, ‘‘even though com- 
pared to other communities, our 
per capita charge is half as big. 
The cost of a treatment center 
is high but not as high as that 
of a state training school, both 
financially and in terms of a 
child's life.” 


What is this “disturbed 
child”—some new product of 
the modern age? There were 
disturbed children in the old 
days, Berman says, but they 
were dismissed as ‘‘incorrig- 
ible.” Today’s many welfare 
services—Aid to Dependent 
Children, homemaker services, 
foster boarding homes for tem- 
porary care of the normal 
child — and the widespread 
popularity of adoption, singles 
out the child who doesn’t fit 
in. 


Often this child is destructive, 
vandalistic, a school truant, is 
lonely, depressed, has  night- 
mares, temper tantrums, eéx- 
aggerated fears. (Normal chil- 
dren may have these, too, but 
less intensely.) 

At Edgewood, everything 
works for the child’s treatment 
on a 24-hour-basis, and even the 
cook is considered an “‘intui- 
tive psychologist.” For 20 chil- 
dren, age 5 to 12 on admission, 
a staff of almost 20 is needed, 
including house parents, psy- 
chiatric workers, maintenance 
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help. Parents are charged ac 
cording to ability to pay, agen- 
cies pay fees, and the United 
Fund contributes the bulk of the 
$99,000 annual budget. The ad- 
visory board, no longer just 
“‘ladies,”” is made up of men 
and women, headed by Mrs. 
C. C, Johnson Spink. Of 73 ap- 
plicants last year, Edgewood 
accepted 11. 


Most disturbed children come 
from homes where they cannot 
remain while receiving treat- 
ment, any more than a tubercu- 
losis patient could receive treat- 
ment in a doctor’s office and live 
in an infested area. 


Their treatment is directed at 
helping them fit into:a normal 
world again. At the end of their 
stay—average time two and one- 
half years—some return to their 
families, some are placed in fos- 
ter boarding homes, and a few 
are eligible for adoption. 


Some of the children attend 
school in one of the buildings on 
Edgewood’s 23-acre grounds, 
with = teacher provided by the 
new County Commission of Edu- 
cation for the Handicapped. Two- 
thirds of the children attend pub- 
lic schools. 


In many ways the disturbed 
child today has a harder time 
than yesterday’s orphan who lost 
his security through a cholera 
epidemic. 

“Many of those children had 
something in their early life,’ 
says Berman. “It was taken 
away but they had had it. Par- 
sons’ mother slaved away but 
maintained family ties, and in 
his first eight years had given 
him enough stability to enable 
him to make the grade. Our 
children suffer, not from finan- 
cial problems as those children 
did, but from unhappy, insecure 
early experiences. You hear the 
expression that a child ‘acts like 
a 2-year-old.’ Many of our 10- 
year-olds are literally 2 years old 
emotionally. We must almost 
help them to be reborn before 
they can grow.” 

“Things sure have changed,” 
John Parsons said as he looked 
at Rock House, now a renovated 
administration building instead 
of a dormitory for 60 boys, at 
the modern cottages, the chil- 
dren on the playground. A 
house mother hugged a little girl 
and gave her a Popsicle. Sweets 
are considered important for un- 
happy children today. John Par- 
sons remembers craving candy 
but it was rationed out, once a 
week when the children marched 
single file to church on Sunday 
morning. Once they had ice 
cream and what a treat it was. 


Parsons left the home when he 
was 13, made his own way, mar-

This is upbeat and wholesome as anything. 

But “Fighting,” with 111 is deemed much more interesting to 
the public than “Peaceful,” with only two. There are 19 titles 
beginning with “War,” and 35 with “Battle,” to only two with 
“Peace,” “Dark (42) noses out “Light” (33) “Bright” (11 comes 
to the rescue.

Selfish Years of Youth 


THE SAME TYPE OF LETTER comes to me again and 
again. Parents write that they are hurt or angry because of 
the callousness with which they are treated by their children 
who are in college or who have just married. And they ask, 
“Are all young people as 
selfish as mine?” 

Yes, they are all as self- 
ish as yours, and as self- 
ish as you were at that 
age. Think back over your 
own youth. Don’t you re 
member times when your 
mother cried or your 
father blazed out at you 
because of some lack of 
consideration? Times that 
you blush to recall? If you 
sey can’t remember, you must 

have done a thorough job of 
ADELE STARBIRO brainwashing on yourself. 

If, however, you do have the gift of recall, you will also 
remember that you were bewildered by the emotional outburst 
of your parents. Why all the dither? Instead of feeling con- 
trite you felt aggrieved and misunderstood. How were you 
supposed to know they were going to take it so hard? ; 

Well, that is the way your children react when you make 
a scene. So don’t make it. Pocket your pride and tell them 
explicitly what you expect of them; they don’t have second 
sight. 


It is unfortunate that middle-aged parents. have 
to go through their own strains and tensions at the 
same time that their sons and daughters are emerg- 
ing from adolescence and are therefore most self- 
absorbed and least aware of others. They are blind to 
the fact that their parents are frightened by the 
adjustments they face. The mother is losing confidence 
in her own attractiveness. The father realizes that 
he is not the success that he hoped to be. And it is 
just at this time of their lives that their children 
either patronize them or ignore them. It’s hard to take. 


What children can’t understand ig that their parents are 
people, and that, like all of the human race, they want at- 
tention. In the young person’s mind’ they ought not to want 
attention. They have lived their lives, haven’t they? They are 
through. They should never feel insecure and lonely; they 
shouldn’t crave reassurance; they should be above all those 
needs. 

Callous? No. On the contrary, it is rather a compliment. 
They like to. think that their parents are godlike, immune and 
dignified. A temper tantrum shocks them as a vulgarity. A 
acene is disgusting. 

You parents must learn to handle that mounting and 
intolerable tension, that wave of self-pity that threatens to 
engulf you. Don’t seek the easy relief of tears and reproaches. 
Don’t brood over your neglect. 


Release the tension through the use of your large 
muscles—play golf or go for a swim. Or put yourself 
at some task that gives you a sense of accomplishment, 
such as cleaning the hall closet or cutting out a dress 
for your daughter. Go to a movie. Play some good 
records, Pray quite humbly for the grace to forget 
yourself. 

You can build a strong relationship if you have self- 
discipline, if you can learn to wait, if you can be gay and 
good-humored. Your children will never realize that it is 
costing you anything; they will take it all for granted. Until 
they themselves are middle-aged parents. It is your grand- 
children who will avenge your wrongs. 

But no true parent wants revenge. What he wants is un- 
derstanding and appreciation and affection spontaneously 
given. The less he demands, the more he is likely te receive.

Swinging Hemlines for Fall 


Many Dresses in New Collections Are Featuring Full Skirts

ALTHOUGH skirt silhouettes in the fall collections range from 


swinging to clinging, the ones

that American designers feature 


most extensively have the swinging hemlines. In contrast to the 


Dior hobble that young St. 
Laurent dared to launch in his 
Paris showing recently, many of 
the skirts of dresses with im- 
portant New York and Cali- 
fornia labels are fuller than 
they have been for several 
years. Pleats, tiers, ruffles, 
panels and bouffant overskirts 
are among devices employed for 
greater freedom of movement 
and a gay, young appearance. 
Biggest revival of skirt full- 
ness is seen in the circular skirt. 


Donald Brooks, new designer 
for Townley, is the originator of 
a circular silhouette that is gen- 
erous with yardage and flatter- 
ing to figures. His most striking 
interpretation of this mode is a 
dress of red wool which swirls 
in graceful fullness. Other ex- 
amples of the skirt that forms 
a complete circle are appearing 
in casual collections. The young 
girls as well as their mothers 
and older sisters like the theme, 
especially if it happens to be re- 
versible. 


Another silhouette employ- 
ing the circular movement 
uses a slim sheath as its base 
and adds half circles in fan- 
like drapery at either side of 
the skirt. A dress made of 
black lace over satin is an 
elegant illustration of this 
theme. Luis Estevez concen- 
trates fan pleating at one side 
of a low moulded bodice, let- 
ting it flare into extreme full- 
ness at the hemline. 


Pauline Trigere’s cascade 
skirt employs clever shaping of 
fullness that ripples as it spreads 
toward the hemline. She uses a 
diamond-shaped overskirt over 
a wide underskirt for an entirely 
new idea that is one of the most 
striking fashions of the season. 
This designer, an exponent of 
silhouettes that move easily as 
the wearer moves, features softly 
eased skirts with subtle goring. 
Inserts to provide fullness are 
placed in a such a way that a 
conical line is achieved. Triangu- 
lar shaped godets also are em- 
ployed by this designer. 

The vogue of the shirtwaist 
dress continues, and most de- 
signers are adding fullness to 
skirts for the winter season. 
Coat dresses, also, have widely 
flared skirt sections. Bill Blass 
of Maurice Rentner, Inc., has 
designed a typical coat dress of 
ribbed silk that has skirt fullness 
in soft pleats at the waistline,

Connie Franconera, better known 

The pert, dark-haired 20-year- 
old from Newark, N.J., is vir- 
tually the only female singer 
who can score with a 1,000,000- 
seller these days—her current 
*You’re Gonna Miss Me” ap- 
pears headed for her fourth gold 
record. 

How does she succeed in this 
man’s—or boy’s world? 


“BECAUSE I sing cute 
songs,’ she explained. ‘Rock 
*n’ roll is a masculine kind of 
music. The beat and the aggres- 
sive nature of the lyrics—‘Come 
On Out, Baby, We’re Going to 
Rock’ and so forth—are better 
suited for a man to sing than a 
woman. 


“The mistake many girl sing- 
ers have made is trying to com- 
pete with the men. I haven't 
done that. I’ve tried for the cute 
angle in lyrics, things like 
‘Lipstick on Your Collar’ and 
‘Stupid Cupid.’ 

“Another reason why the es- 
tablished singers like Patti 
Page and Teresa Brewer and 
Joni James haven’t been able 
to hit in the pop field now is 
teen-age identification. The teen- 
agers can’t identify themselves 
with a singer in her thirties or 
even twenties. They want to 
hear someone their own age.” 

At 20, Connie realizes that she 
is in jeopardy. But she is plan- 
ning for the future: “I’m going 
at it album-wise.

_ The cause of the water deficl- 
-ency should be corrected, The 
tree should be fed to stimulate 
‘new growth. 
| Chlorosis—When the soil lacks 
iron in a form that can be as- 
similated by tree roots, the 
leaves may lose their green pig- 
ment and turn yellow (although 
the veins may remain green). 
Brown spots may develope be- 
tween the veins. The cure is to 
use one of the new cheleated 
irons, applied as a foliar spry 
‘or watered into the soil, so that 
it will be carried to the roots. 

Chemical injury—Careless use | 
of weed-killing chemicals can 
cause distortions of the leaves. 
They may be thickened and 
leathery in texture and veins are 
unusually prominant, tending to 
twist or curl so that the leaves 
cup downward. These .symptoms 
may recur several successive 
years. 

Liberal use of fertilizers and 
plenty of water in drouth will 
speed recovery of afflicted trees. 
Weed killers should always used 
‘cautiously, preferably on a wind- 
less day to avoid the drift of

Five countries are supplying 
money, experts and equipment 
for the first milk plant of its 
kind in India.

He also charged 
that witnesses had testified that | 
some of the victims had their | 
palms punctured by bullets, indi- | 
cating they were shot while 
holding their hands up yielding | 
to the authorities. | 

Furthermore, the fiscal alleged 
that United States Air Force au- 
torities refused to turn over affi- 
davits of nine Filipino security 
guards suspected of the shooting. 

So far American: military au- 
thorities at Clark base, where the 
37th Air Force defending the 
Philippines and Formosa is based 
have not made formal open re- | 
buttal of these charges. However, | 
in response to inquiries, Air | 
Force officials give a very dif- | 
ferent account of these events. 

20 Killings In 11 Years. 

They report that during the last 
11 years 20 intruders have been 
killed by Clark base guards. 
These Filipino guards are in- 
structed to call halt three times 
and fire once over the head of 
the intruder before aiming in his / 
direction. 

Air Force authorities state that 
the last intruder killed, July 17, 
1958, had been captured three 
times previously and turned over 
to the Philippine authorities. 


According to the Air Force | 
these pilferers actually are or- | 
ganized as gangs and often are 
armed. So far, they have killed 
four Filipino security guards. 


The mounting security prob- 
lem created at Clark by intruders | 
is indicated partly by an increase 
in thefts. The 1956 the Air Force 
Base reported $9049 in United 
States government property stol- 
en. In 1957, the total was $24,080 
lost by theft and last year it was 
71,710. During the first six 
months of this year stolen prop-_ 
erty amounted to $106,416.

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THE BIG FRENCH OFFENSIVE 


Elite Troops Try to Drive Algerians From Last Important Stronghold 


HE FOREST-COVERED Kabylie 
Mountains east of the coastal 
city of Algiers have long been a 
bastion of Algerian nationalists 
seeking independence from France. 
To smash resistance in area, 
the French launched a determined 
offensive by 20,000 men directed by 
General Maurice Challe, supreme 
commander in Algeria. 

In a surprise move, elite troops. 
—including paratroopers and com- 
mandos — were driven 200 miles in 
the hot sun from another battle area 
to launch the offensive, called

Its Space Is Inadequate, Its Income Fails to Meet Increasing Costs

WAS GREAT CONCERN in St. Louis at the 
turn of the century because the city had no art 
museum. situation soon was remedied when 

the 1904 Louisiana Purchase Exhibition’s Palace of 
Fine Arts building in Forest Park was given to the 
city, hung with paintings loaned by Washin gton Uni- 
versity and assured of revenue by Missouri's 1907 
Art Museum Law. 

Now, a half century later, there again is concern 
in St. Louis over an art museum considered to be one 
of the nation’s ten best and boasting an art collec- 
tion valued at more than $10,000,000. Like many a 
pensioner, the museum is caught in the squeeze be- 
tween rising costs and a relatively fixed income. This 
year, for the first time, the institution's income from 
city taxes will cover only operating expenses. Noth- 
ing will be left for such needs as purchasing new art 
works, increasing services, gitering the building, or in- 
creasing staff salaries to competitive levels. The only 
available monies will be from gifts, and these gifts 


are not large enough for all the needs. As an economy 
measure, the museum is now closing on Mondays; 
further retrenchment may be necessary in the future. 

At the same time, the museum needs desperately 
to expand. A public subscription now underway has 
raised $97,000 of $250,000 needed for a new mezzanine 
floor in the west galleries. Long-range plans have 
been made for new wings at the east and west of the 
building to provide more gallery and office space. 
The $2,250,000 needed to build the two wings will be 
raised, perhaps, by a bond issue. A new auditorium 
and educational wing financed by a 1955 bond issue 
will be completed this fall. 

To ry ree gs its operating income, the museum 
Board of Conirol has authorized a Jubilee Endowment 
Fund drive, celebrating the museum's fiftieth anni- 
versary. The museum officially became the City Art 
Museum in 1909. Another hoped for possibility is an 
increase in the present one-fifth of a mill property tax 
which supports the museum.

LEDO, like St. Louis and many other metropolitan areas, 

is experiencing a pull of customers away from the central 

city and toward the suburbs. As a counterpull, to keep 
customers downtown or woo them back, the Ohio city has es- 
tablished two pedestrian malls. These malls, or street areas 
free of traffic, are experimental, to be tried for six weeks. Two 
weeks have passed, and those who planned the experiment 
are encouraged. 

Each mall is two blocks long and in the heart of the inner 
business district. Over a recent weekend these blocks were 
turned into forbidden ground for automobiles and given the 
appearance of gardens. Trees, grass, and shrubbery were 
brought in, green and growing. Flowers bloom, music is in the 
air. The pedestrian, suddenly become king, is free to stroll or 
cross back and forth at random and at will. 

Crowds have poured in. Some people have come through 
curiosity, many others to window-shop and many to make 
purchases. In-the-street interviewers found four out of five 
persons decidedly in favor of the innovation. The merchants, 
more coldly analytical, have deferred judgment, waiting for 
time to tell. 

Similar experiments have been made before in other 
cities, with less than complete satisfaction. A mistake to be 
avoided was that of leaving the street looking too much like 
the same old street. Toledo has hauled in many tons of dirt, 
put in new curbings and garden trim, patio tiles, benches, and 
play areas for children.

OME NEW YORKERS, in their struggle 
to outwit the city’s choking traffic 
and inadequate parking facilities, 

have taken to motor scooters. A num- 

ber of actors, advertising executives, 
models, musicians and other profession- 
als are among those trying the two-wheel 

“putt- putts.” The little vehicles can 

weave through narrow spaces between 

automobiles, snail their way along 
crowded crosstown streets, and then be 
between cars along the curbs. 

In Europe, especially Italy and 
France, the motor scooter became popu- 
lar after World War Il— it was economi- 
cal to operate. Most scooters will go 
70 to 110 miles on a gallon of gasoline 
mixed with.oil. Some American manu- 
facturers began making scooters in the 
early 1940s, but the boom of the scooter 
as a vehicle for pleasure and personal 
use really began with quantity importa- 
tion of foreign makes in 1956.

made satellite, the Explorer VI. Look- 
ing more like an ancient windmill than 
the latest space traveler, the Explorer 
VI is expected to be busy for the next 
year recording scientific data on 15 
different experiments and transmitting 
this information to earth. The satellite 
was launched from Cape Canaveral, 
Florida, by a 90-foot, three-stage 
Thor - Able rocket. 

Power to operate the 142 - pound 
satellite's three transmitters, two re- 
ceivers, and other instruments, is 
drawn from batteries charged. by 8000 
solar cells on four protruding paddles. 
The main transmitter can be turned on 
and off from the earth to conserve en- 
ergy.

ALLEY SPRING STATE PARK is located in Shannon 
County. 6 miles west of Eminence on State Highway 
106. The overnight campgrounds are loceted on 
both sides of the Spring branch. Excellent swimming 
is provided in the clear, cool water of Jack's Fork. 
The old red mill, built in 1870, is a landmark in the 
community and stands on the bank of the Spring 
pool. 


ARROW ROCK STATE PARK is located in Sealine

MERICAN INDIANS from five 
Midwest tribes gathered in north- 
ern Wisconsin for a two-day 

midsummer powwow that provided an 
opportunity to greet old friends and to 
renew old customs. Hosts at the affair, 
which attracted many tourists, were 
the Wisconsin Chippewas at their Lac 
Court Oreilles reservation near Hay- 
ward.

AN UNTOLD STORY 


The day we almost lost the Nautilus 


by JACK ANDERSON

At 5:52 a.m. on Thursday, April 23, 1959—the day 
we almost lost the Nautilus—a spanking breeze 
brushed the Atlantic with streaks of spray. Through 
the swells plowed two destroyers, the Brownson and 
Willis, shifting course with well-drilled precision, 
while their sonar instruments systematically probed 
the eerie depths for sounds of an underwater enemy. 

More than 500 feet below, a submarine stabbed 
through the watery mass that would have crushed 
an ordinary hull at that depth. Only the whine of her 
atom-powered engines and the murmur of voices in 
the control room disturbed the stillness. Men off duty 
lay in their bunks, forbidden to make a sound. 

The underseas prowler was participating in secret 
exercises to test the efficiency of the destroyers’ new 
sonar-dome equipment. In earlier war games, she had 
pulled up under a British aircraft carrier and had 
scored theoretic hits against half the ships in the 
British fleet before she could be located. For this was 
the U.S.S. Nautilus, the world’s first atomic sub- 
marine, first also to sail beneath the North Pole. 

On this April Thursday, her mission was to at- 
tempt to slip through our anti-submarine defenses. 
As she slithered along the Newfoundland coast off 
Grand Bank, the Nautilus’ skipper, Comdr. William 
Anderson, received a hushed report from a sonar 
operator: “Contact, sir. Destroyers 10 miles ahead.” 
The skipper hissed out orders, and the snub-nosed 
sub began maneuvering like a great, frightened fish. 

He was employing tactics an enemy commander 
might use when the stillness was suddenly shattered 
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by the urgent clamor of the “collision alarm.” Gripped 
by tension, the men tumbled from their bunks and 
scrambled frantically for their duty stations. Water- 
tight doors slammed shut sealing off each compart- 
ment from the rest of the ship. After the clanging 
abruptly ceased, the Commander's voice echoed over 
the intercom: “Flooding in the engine room!” 

To the 120-man crew sailing deeper than others 
had ever dared plunge, this was grim news. But terse 
reports to the control room made it quickly clear that 
the flooding, although serious, could be controlled. 
Fortunately the atomic reactors, which generated 
the power in another compartment, had been shut off

from the seeping seawater. Commander Anderson's 
worst fear was that the flooding might “drown” the 
engines in clouds of steam. An engine failure at such 
great depth, he knew, would doom the Nautilus. 

He rasped out orders to surface at emergency 
speed. The blunt nose tilted upwards at a 35-degree 
angle, and the Nautilus churned towards the surface. 
Inside, every movable article tumbled to the deck with 
a series of resounding crashes, and men were sent 
stumbling against the bulkheads. 

Within minutes, the bow broke the surface and 
reared high in the air, then fell back to the water with 
a crash that reverberated throughout the submarine. 
The conning tower crew scrambled to the bridge. To 
their astonishment, a destroyer was veering away from 
them scarcely 600 yards distant 


A Near Miss 


The skipper wiped his forehead with his sleeve. He 
had narrowly missed surfacing directly under a 
destroyer he thought was miles away. Had this hap- 
pened, his bow would have ripped through the de- 
stroyer's bottom and both ships almost certainly would 
have sunk. 

An inquiry revealed the flooding had been caused 
by a break in a 54-inch seaward suction flexible hose 
that failed to with the extreme water pressure 
below 500 feet. The near miss was dismissed as a 
freak accident; there was no evidence of negligence. 

Since no serious damage was caused and no lives 
lost, the Navy discreetly made no announcement of 
the incident. But the 120 crewmen won't soon forget 
how the celebrated Nautilus almost became their 
coffin in a watery grave. a

T'S SMART to take people at “face value” —if you 

know how to read faces. 

And with the system called “Face Analysis,” says 
Hawley Turner, an expert, your character really is as 
plain as the nose on your face. 

“You can judge a man by the shape of his nose, 
the quiver of his lip or the jut of his chin—no matter 
_ how stiff-lipped or iron-jawed he pretends to be,” says 
Turner, who's been analyzing faces for 30 years. 

A retired New York advertising executive, he be- 
came interested in Face Analysis after he had his own 
analyzed by the late Dr. Homes W. Merton, originator 
of the system. 

Any PARADE reader can do it, Turner claims, with 
the clues indicated on the chart above. 

If you study the chart, you'll see that the shape of 
the face and the color of the eyes don’t count. 

It’s the nose, mouth, eyebrows, chin and facial 
lines that tell all, says Turner, which is why this 
pastime is more easily tried on men than on women.

Women, he complains, can disguise their mouths, 
eyebrows and facial lines with make-up, thereby 
throwing the phiz analyst off the track. Sometimes the 
ladies even change their noses and chins, courtesy of 
the plastic surgeon, and really confound the analyst. 

But men are good subjects even if they grow a 
mustache and a full beard. The nose and eyebrows

The nose is the most important feature of Face 
Analysis, says Turner. It’s the index or steering wheel 
of the character. 

As you can see by the nose chart, the shape of the 
bridge and the width of the nostrils classify a man as 
intuitive or analytical, aggressive or docile. 

The mouth and eyebrows are the focus of artistic 
and mathematical ability. The laugh lines — those 
lines that frame the area between nose and mouth like 
parenth rate the difference between a Milque- 
toast and a Simon Legree. And the chin shows physi- 
cal stamina. : 

If you know what to look for, you can pick the 
“right face” for a job, a friend or even a husband.

For PARADE readers, Turner suggests a quick check 
of the 13 facial traits that cover “Business” and “Per- 
sonal” characteristics. 

Under “Business” on the chart above you'll see six 
important character traits that prospective employers 
and employees would like to find on each other's faces. 

The seven points on the “Personal” chart are those 
that sweethearts should look for before making the 
trek to the altar, or old-married types can use to figure 
out just why their spouses behave that way. 


1 Artistic: Thick eyebrows, but thickest from the 
bridge of the nose to the center of the eye. 

2 Intuitive: Fullness of the nose, from side to side. 
3 Mathematical: If the thickness of the eyebrow 
continues to the end of the brow, the person has 
mathematical ability. If the thickness stops in the mid- 
dle of the eyebrow, the person is poor with numbers.

There are many advantages to this form of char- 
acter reading, claims Turner. Not the least of which is 
popularity. 

For instance, Turner, 62, is a wow at parties when 
he turns to some pretty young thing and starts reading 
her face. “Before you know it,” he says, “all the pretty 
young things are talking to me and all the big hand- 
some fellows are out in the cold.” 

The system, he points out, makes no pretense of 
fortune telling. Palmistry, tea-leaf reading, card read- 
ing, all are attempts to foresee the future. But Face 
Analysis only tells you about the present— judging 
your character from your face as it is right now.

The sad truth about many of today’s young pop 
singers is that they can't sing. They are “no-talents 
who have achieved a considerable degree of popu 
larity via the ingenious recording techniques of bri! 
liant sound engineers. 

Take such handsome young men as Tab Hunter. 
Tony Perkins, Ricky Nelson, Elvis Presley, Edd Byrnes 
and Fabian Forte. Engineers can so cleverly edit thei: 
tapes—by eliminating bad passages, souping up good 
ones, using echo chambers and a‘host of other ele: 
tronic gimmicks—that they make these youngsters 
sound infinitely better than they are. 

One recording star who hasn't needed such eng 
neering acrobatics is Perry Como. 

At 47, Como has established some sensationa! 
records in -the sensationally mushrooming recording 
business. Since 1943, when he first went to work for 
RCA Victor, Perry has averaged sales of 4 million 
recordings a year. 

In a single week in 1946, RCA turned out 4 mil 
lion Como recordings, surpassing the output of an\ 
artist in the history of record-making. 

Como has been associated with only one compan) 
in his recording career, a rarity for a singer, and at 
least a dozen of his platters have sold over a million 
copies each. He operates on a 5 per cent royalty basis 
and averages a tidy $300,000 from recordings alon 
cach year. 

He is considered the “old reliable” of the business 
\s the late Mannie Sacks of RCA used to say, “I don't 
care what new kid comes up from time to time, Perr) 
goes on forever. He's as reliable as an annuity.” 

Why is it that the public—in all age groups — keeps 
buying Como records? Is it because his creamy bari 
tone is easy on the ear? Is it because he's a “singin: 
singer as opposed to the current flock of non-singing 
singers? It is because he has an unfailing sense 0! 
pitch, a grasp of rhythm and a good vocal range’ 

Perry maintains that in today’s market, a singer s 
voice has nothing to do with his record sales. 

“The kids who buy records,” he says, “are no voice 
judges. They buy records because they like the per 
sonality or the visual appeal of the singer. 


“Mr. Nice Guy” 


“Take my 12-year-old daughter, Terri. She listens 
to Fabian, Ricky Nelson, all those guys. I asked her 
why. ‘They're all so cute-looking,’ she said.” 

Recording executives say this is precisely why Perr) 
continues to sell millions of platters. To the American 
public he is the “Mr. Nice Guy” of show business. 

A steady family man, Perry has been married only 
once, to Roselle Belline, a hometown (Canonsburg, 
Pa.) girl he wed in 1933 when he was 21. They have 
three children, live quietly in a rambling home at 
Sands Point, N. Y., and are regular churchgoers. 

Perry looks like the kind of man he really is 
wholesome, casual, friendly, kind and modest. 

A few years ago the city fathers of Canonsbury 
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Y COMO 


ed any gimmicks 


changed the name of Third Street, where Perry once 
had his own barber shop, to Perry Como Avenue. It 
was a gala day; even the schools were closed for the 
occasion. Months later, when reporters asked why 
he'd failed to publicize the event, Perry said simply, 
“It was a great honor for me and my family, but surely 
no one else would be interested.” 

Recently, when Perry was visiting Hollywood, RCA 
and NBC threw an elaborate cocktail party for him. 
Dressed in golf slacks and sports shirt, the singer 
quietly shuffled into the room, said smilingly, “Any- 
one in this room shorter than me?” Then, very unlike 
a guest of honor, he got lost in the crowd. 

Perry says, “It was primarily the record business 
that brought me into radio and TV. I'm sure indebted 
to it. You hear a lot about how the business is pander- 
ing to the lowest taste in music by giving kids rock ‘n’ 
roll tunes. I don't see anything wrong in rock ‘n’ roll. 
The kids just happen to like the beat. They're not 
interested in the lyrics or the voice that sings them. 
They're just interested in the guy behind the voice - 
how he looks, how he’s built. 


“Anything Goes” 
“They like a fellow like Tab Hunter because he 


looks like a clean-cut, All-American boy, which he is. 
Chat means Tab can make a recording of pretty nearly 
anything and it'll have a good market. If you can’t 
beat rock ‘n’ roll, join it. And that’s exactly what I'm 
doing. The only trouble is that I don’t look like Tab 
Hunter. And to be a big recording star these days, 
that’s how you've got to look.” 

Having just signed a new $25 million television 
deal, Perry Como isn't really worried. If ever a fellow 
had it made, and deservedly so, it’s the ex-barber from 
Canonsburg, who has succeeded in simplifying his 
life while making it fuller, richer, more satisfactory. @

How to make iced coffee 


One of the most attractive and time-saving 
methods of making iced coffee calls for 
coffee ice cubes. At breakfast, brew a few 
extra cups of coffee and freeze them into 
coffee ice cubes in the refrigerator tray. 
Then it is a simple matter to pour regu- 
lar-strength hot coffee over the cubes at 
any time. For each serving of regular- 
strength coffee, you will need 34 measur- 
ing cup of water and one standard meas- 
ure (or two level measuring tablespoons ) 
of coffee. 

When you are in a hurry, excellent iced 
coffee can be made by using extra-strength 
coffee and regular ice cubes.

“I didn’t know what the Seaway was all about,” ad- 
mits blonde, blue-eyed Myrna. 

A million tourists have driven to the U.S.-Canadian 
border this summer to admire the new $471 million 
waterway that connects the Great Lakes and the At- 
lantic. But few have yet to see it as Myrna and her tall 
husband did—by sailing on it. - 


All Aboard! 


Their cruise through the Seaway system of 15 locks, 
which join the Great Lakes and make the turbulent 
St. Lawrence River navigable for deep-water ships, 
began in Detroit, where the McKees and 315 other 
passengers boarded the SS South American. 

The cruise ship sailed up the Detroit River into 
Lake Erie, made a short stop in Cleveland, then crossed 
the lake to the entrance of the Welland Canal. This is 
the Canadian-built system of eight locks, which con- 
nects Lake Erie and Lake Ontario. 

The canal bypasses the Niagara River and Niagara 
Falls, but the slow one-way traffic of ships through the 
locks gave Ron and Myrna time to hop on a bus and 
see the Falls, only an hour's drive away. 

Back on board, they cruised through Lake Ontario 
and the beautiful Thousand Islands area of the St.
